‘ Addresses Mark Celebration 
of the Birth of American 
Freedom in Virginia.

Williamsburg, Va., May 15.—New 
England and Virginia joined hands 
here today to celebrate the birth of 
American independence. 

A President of the United States, 
descended from the Puritan fathers, 
and a governor of the Old Dominion 
sounded a new note of acclaim. 
They suggested that, after all, the 
doctrine of the forefathers of the 
nation, one country, is today still 
the great ideal. 

President Calvin Coolidge, in 
- what probably will be accepted as 
his greatest oratorical effort since 
he entered public life, demanded | 
that the mythical sectional lines 
shall be forgotten. He defined 
State rights from a new viewpoint, 
and he emphasized that the United 
States of America remains the 
’ greatest nation in the world because 
_it has refused to accept minority 
rule. 

Gov. Harry F. Byrd, of Virginia, 
himelf a stalwart representative of 
the Virginia sentiment, in introduc- 
‘ing the President recalled the tradi- 
tions of Virginia, and praised the 
efforts which the Chief Executive 
has made to keep the government 
responsive to the people themselves. 

Historic Setting. 


William and Mary, the second 
oldest college in the United States, 
had been selected by the Virginia 
authorities as the spot for com- 
memoration of the passage of the 
resolution of the Virginia assembly, 
directing its representatives in the 
Continental Congress to declare the 
colonies free and independent of 
the king and Great Britain. 

In historic Christopher Wren 
building, twice burned because of 
wars, the President was received 
by the governor of Virginia; by Dr. 
J. A. C. Chandler, the president of 
William and Mary, and the faculty 
of this ancient institution of learn- 
ing. Outside the old brick struc- 
ture Mr. Coolidge delivered his ad- 


dress. 

President Coolidge, in sharp and| 
incisive language, criticized the 
growing tendency of the United 
States toward bureaucracy and mi- 
nority rule. He demanded once 
more that the people themselves as- 
sume their own responsibilities and 
see that the special] interests have 
no part in the government. His 
language was infinitely more frank 
than has been his custom in the 
past, and he let it be known that 
so far as he is concerned he be- 
lieves only in that character of 
State rights which upholds the ef- 
forts of the nation at large. 


President Given Degree. 


The President landed at York- 
town at 9 o’clock this morning. 
Despite the fact that this section 

- above all others is the richest in 
historical data, he made no effort 
to visit any of the points of interest. 
Coming to land in the presidentia! 
launch of the Mayflower, § he 
entered an automobile immediately 
and spun across the country to 

*William and Mary college, stopping 
only for a brief second to look at 
the Colonial Capitol of Virginia 
where the resolutions of indepen- 
dence were adopted. 

For the first time since he was 
inaugurated as the President of the 
United States, Mr. Coolidge accept- 
ed a degree of Doctor of Laws from 
William and Mary college. He has, 
up until today, steadfastly declined 
collégiate honors. In the presence 
of the faculty of the university he 
accepted the degree and delivered 
his address wearing the traditional 
robe and square hat. |

Warsaw Is Burying Its 
“Uncounted Victims” 
After Revolution. 


PRESIDENT RESIGNS 
WITH WITOS CABINET 


Effect of New Policy Without 
Alliance With Paris Is 
Speculated On. 


Paris, May 15 (By A. P.).—The 
president of the Polish republic and 
the cabinet, yielding to the coup 
d’etat have handed their resigna- 
tions to Marshal Pilsudski, Europe’s 
new dictator, thus ending immedi- 
ate danger of civil war. 

The fight for political supremacy 
in Poland was short and sharp. 
Many of the victims were buried to- 
day and a still greater number are 
being cared for in the Warsaw hos- 
pitals under the direction of an 
American nurse, Miss Helen Bridge, 
of the Warsaw nursing school. 

Counter offenses against Marshal 
Pilsudski, the socialist leader, failed 
to materialize and for the moment 
he is master of the situation. How 
the political adventure eventually 
will turn is a question puzzling 
European politicians. 


Policy is Anti-French. 


Satisfaction that more bloodshed 
was avoided is mingled with appre- 
hension as to the consequences. of 
the return to power at this time of a 
statesman who passes for being anti- 
French, while the present interna- 
tional policy of Poland rests on an 
alliance with the French republic. 

Pilsudski, who once was chief ex- 
ecutive of Poland, is represented by 
some as a sincere Democrat, who 
wishes only the good of his cauntry, 
and. by. others as an. adventyrous. 
character whose violent interven- 
tion at this time is not only calcu- 
lated to spoil Poland’s chances to 
secure the place she wants on the 
council of the league of nations, but 
to compromise Polish connections in 
other ways. 

The political situation in Poland, 
despite the surrender of the gov- 
ernment, remains uncertain. “Par- 
liament is so divided in consequence 
of the electoral -law providing for 
proportional representation for all 
parties that it may be as difficult 
for Pilsudksi as it was for Count 
Skzymski, the former pre:nier, to 
find a stable majority to support his 
government, unless the marshal de- 
cides to get along without the sup- 
port of parliament. 

Any government he séts up, it is 
regarded as certain to meet with 
serious obstacles. 

Battle in Heart of City. 

Berlin, May 16 (By A. P.).— 
The short but sanguinary Polish 
warfare is described by a traveler 
who has just returned from War- 
saw. Before the actual outbreak 
of fighting, the city assumed the 
aspect of a large military encamp- 
ment, extensive units of artillery 
being conspicious. Early Wednes- 
day morning the first firing was 
heard a mile or two from Warsaw, 
and it seemed to approach the city 
with uncanny rapidity. At 11 o’clock 
the government commander, Gen. 
Roswodski, withdrew his troops 
from the city’s outskirts, strong de-

For Noted Indian Healer 


Needles, Calif.. May 15 (By.A 
P.).—La Hoh, venerable healer of 
the Mojave Indian tribe is dead, 
and today his body, lashed to a 
burning raft, started .its last jour- 
ney alone down the Colorado river. 
The ancient sage, whose actual age 
seems to -have been unknown even 
to himself, was a familiar figure in 
almost every -Indian encampment: 
in southern California, western Ari- 
zona and Nevada. 

Four days ago he died aad grief 
was widespread. Messages went 
out to the Indians of the Southwest 
that the man who had healed them 
for scores of years, by mystic passes 
of the hands and gusts of breath 
from his pursed lips, was no more. 

From far and near the mourners 
came. Four days and nights 33 of 
his faithful followers stood guard 
over his body, eight of them facing 
to the North, eight to the South, 
eight to the East, and eight tc ihe 
West, The thirty-third man stood, 


at the feet of the healer who has 
tramped desert sands for decades 
ministering to his people, and 
pprayed almost continuously during 
the 96 hours of the lying in state. 
The body lay on a blanket under 
& canopy covered with’ brush and 
desert flowers. It* was dressed in 
warrior’s attire with “the long 
feather tiirban and stringers trail- 
ing to the ground. Bow and arrow 
lay by La Hoh’s nerveless hand, 
around the neck was a circlet of 
beads, an animals’ teeth and on the 


silver, 

At the end of the four days La 
Hoh started on his last journey.” 
The body was carried to the river 
bank and placed on a raft-bier, 
which aiso bore every conceivable 
article owned by an Indian. Then 
all was covered with dry grass and 
wood, a torch was touched to it, the 
raft was pushed out into the stream,

ROCK MAN IS THIRD 
AND RHINOCK FOURTH 


Pompey Challenges. at Start, 
but Drops Out Before the 
Three-Quarters Pole. 


Louisville, Ky., May 15 (By A. 
P.).—Bubbling Over carried the 
E. R, Bradley colois to victory in 
the fifty-second Kentucky Derby at 
Churchill Downs this afternoon. 
His  stablemate, Bagenbaggage, 
finished second, marking the first 
time that any stable’s entry had 
finished one, two after having won 
and placed in a previous derby. 
Rock Man wes third and Rhinock 
fourth, in the fleld of thirteen colts. 

Bubbling Over’s time for the 
mile and one-quarter was 2:03 4-5, 
within two-fifths of a second of the 
derby record set by Old Rosebud in 
1914. Before the greatest throng 
that ever witnessed the classic of 
American turfdom, the stout-heart- 
ed son of North Star III—-Beaming 
Beauty, raced to the front in the 
first quarter of a mile and stayed 
there. He finished five lengths 
ahead of his stablemate, who was 
three lengths ahead of Rock. Man. 

The race was worth $50,575 to 
the winner, which, with the $6,000 
for the second horse, made the race 
worth $56,575 to the master of Idle 
Hour farm. 


Eastern Colts Repulsed. 


The Western colts repulsed the 
strongest invasion out of the East 
in years, for Bubbling Over, Bagen- 
baggage and Rhinock are Kentucky 
horses, classed as the ‘‘West”’ in turf 
parlance, and Rock Man, a Mary- 
land animal, was the only Eastern 
entry as good as fourth. Headed 
by Pompey, champion 2-year-old of 
1925, such sterling runners as 
Rock Man, Canter, Espino, and Dis- 
play went down to defeat in the 
dust of the flying heels of the 
Kentucky bred thoroughbreds. 

Rock Man was the only Eastern 
horse that could stand the pace. 

The Bradley entry paid the sur- 
prisingly good odds of $5.80 for 
straight and place tickets and $4.60 
to show on a $2 pari-mutuel ticket. 
Rock Man paid $30 to show. Called 
to the post at 5:05 o’clock, it took 
Starter Hamilton four minutes to 
get them away, chiefly due to the 
antics of Recollection and Display. 

‘They’re off,’’ roared the crowd 
estimated at 70,000, as the colts 
reared up and plunged into action.

Johnson, Bubbling Over began to 
open up ground between himself 
and the field. Pompey, fighting to 
retain his crown, charged into sec- 
ond place and set the early pace.

Rounding 
the first turn, Pompey moved up 
to challenge the Bradley colt. The

Entire Flight Seems Like a Dream, 


Nobile Radios to His Wite i in Wiis 


Rome, May 15 (By A. P.).—Joy- 
ous enthusiasm akin to America’s 


first celebration of the armistice | 


greeted the Associated Press bulle- 
tin today which announced that the 
Amundsen-Ellsworth-Nobile dirigi- 
ble, Norge, was in communication 
with Nome, Alaska, after a silence 
of two days. 

The word quickly spread over the 
city and many impromptu parades 
were held. A group of Italian 
aviators who happened to be pass- 
ing one crowd were swept off their 
feet and carried on the shoulders 
of the excited, happy celebrants. 

The Norge’s feat was hailed as 
“a Roman victory”’ by the newspa- 
pers, which issued special editions. 

Despite the worry of the last two 
days, the Romans never really 
doubted at any time that the Norge 
would arrive safely after its trip 
over the top of the world. Al- 
though a ceaseless vigil was kept 
for news of the expedition, there 
never was any disposition to ac- 


cept any but 
point. 

Quickly following the Associated 
Press bulletin was an urgent wire- 
less message from Col. 
Nobile, builder of the Norge, and 
its commander on its transpolar 
flight, to his wife, Mrs. Carlotta 
Nobile. 

“Arrived safely, Teller, Alaska,’’ 
the message read. Mrs. Nobile 
burst into tears of joy, while sym- 
pathetic friends quickly read the 
remainder of the message to her. 
“This trip seems like a dream,’ 
Col. Nohije’s radio said. ‘‘Kisses 
and affectionate greetings.”’ 

Similar messages were received 
by Mrs. Bernon Prentice, sister of 
Lincoln Ellsworth at Florence, and 
by a friend of Capt. Amundsen. 

Mrs. Prentice sent a telegram to 
Premier Mussolini, reading: 

**‘Hearty congratulations on 
Italy’s part in the Norge’s splendid 
achievement. I know that my 
brother, Lincoln Ellsworth, is proud 
of his association with Commander 
Nobile in this epochal flight.’’ 


POUND STERLING 15 BACK 
AT PARITY WITH DOLLAR 


Returns to Its Gold Basis for 
First Time in Six Years; 
Franc Drops Lower. 


ITALIAN MONEY STRONGER 


New York, May 15 (By A. P.). 
Sterling exchange today returned to 
a level of full equality with the dol- 
lar, a position which it had not oc- 
cupied for six years. The long 
awaited goal of $4.8665, represent- 
ing the gold parity basis of the 
British currency, was passed in 
London early in the day, with the 
cable rate in both London and New 
York later going as high as $4.86 %4 
The final advance of sterling to par 
was curiously aided by the depres- 
sion of other European currencies, 
which in the past week has resulted 
in a flight of capital from France, 
Belgium, Italy and Poland, to Lon- 
don and New York for temporary 
investment. No less a factor was the 
general restoration of confidence in 
Great Britain’s financial and com- 
mercial position, influenced by the 
government’s handling of the re- 
cent labor crisis. 

Although the pound suffered a 
sharp reaction as the general strike 
went into effect, it quickly recov- 
ered upon the settlement of the 
labor difficulties and attracted 
funds from neighboring European 
countries whose currencies were 
falling to new low levels as the 
result of financial and political 
troubles. 

In striking contrast to the 


strength of sterling was the break 
in the French franc to the lowest 


‘level in its history at 3.02 cents. 


The rate on the Belgian franc was 
virtually the same. The Italian 
lira, after sinking to the lowest 
rate of the year at 3.36 cents, re- 
covered about 20 points today as 
the government renewed its sup- 
port, which was abruptly withdrawn 
earlier in the week. Polish zloty, 
depressed by the revolt against the 
government, continued to hover 
around the record low of 9 cents. 


Greeks Get American 
Credit, Athens Hears 


Athens, Greece, May 15 (By A 
P.).—The newspaper Eleftheron 
Vima states that Gen. Paraske- 
vapoulos, who was commander in 
chief of the Greek army under 
Venizelos, has telegraphed his ac- 
ceptance of the premiership and 
will shortly arrive from Paris. 
According to the same paper, the 
American vernment ha decided 
to grant ce the balance of the 
etedit of $33,000,000; placed at 
Greece's disposal in 1919, but which 
was withheld after the late King 
Constantine’s return.

Nome Deities Preparations to 
Welcome Flier, Who Has 
Sailed Across Pole. 


Nome, Alaska, May 16 (By the 
Associated Press). — Reliable ad- 
vices received here at 11 o’clock 
tonight, Eastern standard time, said 
that the Amundsen-Ellsworth dirig- 
ible Norge has been deflated and is 
flat at Teller, 75 miles northwest 
of Nome. 

The report said that the craft 
would never rise again in Alaska, 
and will be dismantled immediately 
for shipment to the United States. 

Thus has the expedition which 
flew across the north pole from 
King’s bay, Spitzbergen, terminated. 
The Norge arrived at Teller at 2 
a. m., Eastern time, today. 

The crew led by Capt. Roald 
Amundsen is safe, and Amundsén, 
Lincoln Ellsworth and two others 
of the expedition were en route te 
Nome tonight from Teller in @ 
launch. They were expected to ar- 
rive here tomorrow morning. 
| This definite information was 
Lomen, Norwegian vice consul, via 
the Nome Signal Corps Radio sta- 
ion. 


Assured of Safety. 


Reports from many sources to 
day, despite the fact that some 
were conflicting, convinced friends 
of Amundsen here that he was safe 
with the Norge at Teller. It was 
feared, however, that because of 
the ice locked condition of Port 
Clarence, on which Teller is located 
in northwest Alaska, it might be 
weeks before the adventurers could 
leave by boat. 

This difficulty presumably was 
overcome by Amundsen and his as- 
sistants travelling over the ice on 
Port Clarence to open water, where 
they took the launch. 

On the basis of tonight’s authen- 
tic reports, it was considered prob- 
able Amundsen might have decided 
to come here, his original proposed 
destination, to confer with acquain- 
tances regard future plans. 


May Deflate at Teller. 
It had been suggested today he 


might for various reasons deflate 
the Norge at Teller and ship it to 


the States. Among the. reasons 
given was the fact that freight 
rates were lower from Teller. 

Nome citizens hastily began re- 
viving preparations made three days 
ago for Amundsen’s arrival. 

The Norge had been lost to the 
world for more than two days when 
the first message was heard from 
the dirigible’s wireless this morn- 
ing. Fears that a storm, reported 
brewing in Bering sea north and 
west of here, might have swept the 
explorers far from their goal were 
growing when the Norge reported 
“‘all well.’’

Socialism to Be Goal. 


The labor party in a manifesto 
issued today relating to recent 
events says: 

“For the purpose of checking 
unconstitutional governments and 
acting as a defensive weapon in the 
industrial battle of labor, the gen- 
eral strike has its place, but the 
emancipation of the people from 
capitalism and the reestablishment 
of socialism must be achieved pri- 
marily by an educational and politi- 
cal organization.”’ 

The London dockers will resume 
work Monday on the terms of a 
settlement signed by the Transport- 
ers union. The union undertakes 
in the future not to instruct its 
members to strike either nation- 
ally, sectionally or locally for any 
reason, without exhausting the con- 
ciliation machinery of the national 
agreements.

for independence, Other localities 
held the same opinions, but this ac- 
tion of the Old Dominion was need- 
ed to make such opinions effective. 
Richard Henry Lee now had the as- 
surance of the support of his con- 
stituents. On June 7 he moved the 
Congress—- 

“That these United States are 
and of right ought to be free and 
independent States; that they are 
absolved from all allegiance to the 
British crown and that all political 
connection between them and the 
state of Great Britain is and ought 
to be totally—dissolved; that it is 
expedient forthwith to take the 
most effectual measures for form- 
ing foreign alliances; that a plan 
of confederation be prepared and 
transmitted to the respective colo- 
nies for their consideration and ap- 
probation.”’ 

This motion was at once second- 
ed by John Adams, of Massa- 
chusetts. In this great crisis the 
Pilgrim and the Cavalier stood side 
by side united in the common cause 
of human liberty under constitu- 
tional law. 

The excellence of the official doc- 
uments of the revolutionary period 
thas often been remarked. It was 
such as to draw praise from the 
foremost British statesmen. In 
that respect the Virginia resolution 
of May 15 left little to be desired. 
They are characterized by a most 
admirable restraint, clear and log- 
ical in their presentation of facts. 
and clothed in appropriate lan- 


guage. They have a dignity and 
strength that are compelling and a 


courage alld reserve that are con- 


clared independent, and it distinctly 
authorized ‘‘a confederation of the 
colonies.’’ This was an early and 
authoritative statement of the 
theory that this is all one country 
bound up in a common interest, 
destined to the experience of a com-.-. 
mon fortune. It was the expression 
of a desire for a yet unformulated 
plan for a Federal government. How 
great a part Virginia was to play in 
the final adoption of such a gov- 
ernment was by this action already 
indicated. When that great test 
came some years later it was the 
Khown wish of the great Washing- 
ton, aided by the superb reasoning 
powers of Marshall, notwithstand- 
ing the direct opposition of Henry, 
that caused Virginia to ratify the 
Federal Constitution at a_ time 
which was again decisive in the 
formation of the Union. For a sec- 
ond time the action of this great 
Commonwealth was the determin- 
ing factor in the destiny of America. 

It is impossible to lay too much 
emphasis upon the necessity of mak- 
ing all our political action of the 
Federal government harmonize with 
the principle of national unity. For 
many vears now this course has 
been greatly impeded from the fact 
fhat those who substantially think 
alike have so oftentimes been un- 
able to act alike. Our country ought 
to be done with all sectional divi- 
sions and all actions based upon 
geographical lines. Washington 
warned us against that danger in 
his farewell address. Experience 
has time and again demonstrated 
the soundness of his advice and the 
breadth of his wisdom. It would be 
difficult to suggest anything more 
likely to enhance the progress of 
our country than united political 
action in all parts of the nation in 
accord with the advice of Washing- 
ton for the support and mainte- 
nance of those principles of sound 
economics and stable constitutional 
government in which they so sub- 
stantially agree. All sections have 
the same community of interests, 
both in theory and in fact, and they 
Jught to have a community in po- 
litical action. We can not deny 
that we are all Americans. To at- 
tempt to proceed upon any other 
theory can only end in disaster, No 
policy can ever be a success which 
does not contemplate this as one 
country, 

The principle that those who 
think alike ought to be able to act 
alike wherever they happen to live 
should be supplemented by another 
rule for the continuation of the con- 
tentment and tranguillity of our 
republic. . The general acceptance 
of our institutions proceeds on the 


theory that they have been adopted

of government, those administered 
by bureaus are about the least sat- 
isfactory to an enlightened and pro- 
gressive people. Being irresponsi- 
ble they become autocratic, and be- 
ing autocratic they resist all devel- 


opment. Unless bureaucracy is con- 
stantly resisted it breaks down rep- 
resentative government and over- 
whelms democracy. It is the one 
element in our institutions that sets 
up the pretense of having author-' 
ity over everybody and being re- 
sponsible to nobody. 

While we ought to glory in the 
Union and remember that it is the 
source from which the States derive 
their chief title to fame, we must 
also recognize that the national ad- 
ministration is not and can not be 
adjusted to the needs of local gov- 
ernment. It is too far away to be 
informed of local needs, too inac- 
cessible to be responsive to local 
conditions. The States.should not 
be induced by coercion or by favor 
to surrender the management of 
their own affairs. The Federal 
government ought to resist the ten- 
dency to be loaded up with duties 
which. the States should: perform. 
It dees not follow that because 
something ought to be done the na- 
tional government ought to do it. 
But, on the other hand, when the 
great body of public opinion of the 
nation reauires action the States 
ought to understand that unless 
they are responsive to such senti- 
ment the national authority will be 
compelled to intervene, The doc- 
trine of State rights is not a4 
privilege to continue in wrong do- 
ing, but a privilege to be free from 
interference in well doing. This 
nation is bent on progress. It has 
determined on the policy of meting 
out justice between man and man. 
It has decided to extend the bless- 
ings of an enlightened humanity. 
Unless the States meet. these re- 
quirements, the national govern- 


ment reluctantly will be crowded} 


into the position of enlarging its 
own authority at their expense. I 
want to see the,policy adopted by 
the States of discharging their pdb- 
lic functions so faithfully that in- 
stead of an extension on the part of 


the Federal government, there can 
be a contraction.

The visit of President Coolidge 


was the fourth paid by a President 
of the United States to the college 
of William and Mary and the citi- 
zens of Williamsburg in the last 
decade, Presidents Harding, Wilson 
‘and Taft all have been here, and all 
|have been greeted as was Mr. Cool- 
| idge by the faculty of this univers- 
‘ity. Most of the members of the 
‘joint committee of Congress were 
‘on hand to greet the President, 
having made the trip on the yacht 
'Sylph. Senator Bruce, of Maryland, 
jand Representatives Tucker, Stubbs, 
| Sweeny, Tilson and Temple were on 
-hand to greet Mr. Coolidge, while 
Senators Glass and Swanson and 
PT Herveoontative Montague made the 
|trip on the Mayflower. 

| One of the little incidents of the 
'antire day was the interest which 
‘the President displayed in the flow- 
‘ering plants of Scotch bloom, which 
‘are prominent in this section. Mr. 
‘Coolidge asked to have specimens 
of the plant shown to him and 
asked about its history. 

| The address ot the President was 
| particularly well received by the au- 
| dience. His denunciation of bu- 
‘reaucracy was considerably

Reviewing the historic develop- 
q | ments in the fight for American in- 
dependence which took place in the 
‘little town of Williamsburg, which 
he described as the heart of the 
|movement, Gov. Byrd described 
the present nation as “the most 
| peaceful powerful and prosperous 
nation in the world, only a short 
| oeatace and a half after powerful 
[leaders of feeble colonies pro- 
|'claimed their will to be free. 
| ‘‘As we revive patriotic memories, 
we are startled sometimes to think 
how very young we are as a nation. 
Our independent life has been short, 
but it has been strong, progres- 
sive and prosperous in part because 
the same patriotic devotion to duty 
shown by the fathers has been mani- 
fested by their successors in high 
places. 

“The power of the President of 
the United States today might have 
astonished Thomas Jefferson and 
Patrick Henry. And yet the trend 
of public sentiment is to center yet 
greater authority in the President 
in order to promote efficient and 
econo-nical government. The popu- 
larity of the presidential office, the 
respect and loyalty its occupants 
command, is a notable tribute to the 
high average of ability and fine 
public spirit exhibited by the heads 
of our government.”’ 


Praises Coolidge. 


Praise of President Coolidge was 
voiced by the governor, who de- 
clared that of the “fine line of 
public servants President Coolidge 
worthily is one. He has the respect 
of all American citizens in his own 
right of high character and Ca- 
pacity. 

“The people like his quiet effi- 
ciency, his dignity, his common 
sense and his accustomed poise. As 
the governor of Virginia, I welcome 


assure him that we appreciate the 
honor of his presence and the com- 
pliment he-.has paid Virginia in 
coming here.”’ 

Members of the Virginia conven- 
tion which declared for indepen- 
dence in 1776 ‘‘did not look to 
Philadelphia for guidance but 
struck off their own shackles,” Rep- 
resentative Ogden Mills, of New 
York, told the gathering about the 
old college. 

‘‘There is a real need of revitaliz- 
ing the individual and local sense 
of responsibility and self-reliance,”’ 
he declared. To entrust American 
principles of ordered freedom, in- 
dividual rights and responsible goy- 
ernment to one central authority 
‘is to hazard their very existence,”’ 
he declared, to applause. 

“‘Courage, self-reliance and the 
capacity to solve our own problems 
were the qualities that won us our 
independence, just as they are the 
qualities upon which our whole 
system of government rests and 
without which it can not endure,”

Planned Polar Conquest. 


He. immediately planned a con- 
quest of the north pole. The ship 
Farm was fitted out and had gone 
as far as the Madeira islands when 
he suddenly changed plans and 
made a dash for the south pole, 
finding it in the midst of a great 
ice plateau 10,500 feet above sea 
level, 34 days before the arrival of 
the British antarctic party, headed 
by Capt. R. F. Scott. He left the 
Norwegian flag at the bottom of the 
earth on December 14, 1911. The 
expeditions of three other nations— 
Germany, Australia and Japan— 
were also in that race, but failed. 

Amundsen passed three days at 
the south pole taking hundreds of 
observations and charting the terri- 
tory. With him were five men, four 
sledges and 62 dogs. He named the 
south pole plateau “‘King Haakon 
Plateau’’ in honor of his sovereign. 

Fired with enthusiasm after his 
south polar discoveries, Amundsen 
planned several expeditions in the 
polar regions. His first serious 
attempt to achieve the north pole, 
however, was not until 1918, nine 
vears after Admiral Robert E. 
Peary had planted the Stars and 
Stripes there. Amundsen left Oslo

Will Blaze Trail for a 


Regular Service. 

New York, May 15 (By A. P.). 
Bernardo Duggan, champion auto- 
mobile racer of Argentina, and a 
civilian pilot, on May 22 will start 


to blaze an air trail from New 
York to Buenos Aires. Duggan, 
young and wealthy, planned and 
will finance the flight which he 
hopes will lead to the establish- 
ment of a regular airplane service 
between the two capitals. 

The filer will have two com- 
panions, Capt. Eduardo Olivero, 
captain in the Italian aviation 
corps in the world war, and since 
then a civilian instructor of avia- 
tion in the Argentine army, and 
Ernesto Campanelly, mechanician. 
The flight will be made in a speci- 
ally designed seaplane built to Dug- 
gan’s order in Italy, with a 450- 
horsepower French motor. This 
type of motor previously proved 
its durability when De Pindo pilot- 
ed a plane from Italy to Japan. It 
has a cruising radius of about 750 
miles and is expected to be ready 
for test flights by next Thursday. 
The plane Was brought from Italy 
on the liner Colombo. and is being 
assembled on Staten island.

TEACHERS’ PENSION 
LIMIT OF 31,030 To 
FAVORED WN REPORT 


Commissioners Approve Find- 
ings of Auditor Donovan 
on Proposals. 


WOULD HAVE DISTRICT 
CONTRIBUTE 47 PER CENT 


First Year the Appropriation 
Necessary Would Be $352,- 
591, Official Says. 


A cut in the proposed increased 
retirement annuities to teachers 
from $1,200 a year maximum, as 
asked by the teachers, to $1,050, 


was recommended to Congress by 
the District commissioners yester- 
day, in reporting on the House and 
Senate retirement bills, following a 
long period of investigation. 

The recommendations for amend- 
ment of the two bills are contained 
in a report by Maj. Daniel J. Dono- 
van, District auditor, forwarded 
with the commissioners’ approval. 

The report of the auditor is long 
and technical, but he summarizes it 
in simple terms in a conclusion 
which reads as follows: 

“The maximum annuity payable 
to « teacher under existing laws, 
based upon 30 years’ service, is 
$750, the teacher contriblting $450, 
or 60 per centum and the District 
$300, or 40 per centum. 

“Under the two congressional 


bills the maximum annuity, based } 


upon 30 vears’ service would be 
$1,200, the teacher contributing 
$600 and the District $600. 


Substitute Amendment. 


“Under the substitute amend- 
ment recommended by the auditor, 
the maximum annuity for 30 years 
service would be $1,140, the teach- 
er contributing $600, or 53 per 
centum and the District $540, or 47 
per centum. 

‘“‘Under the substitute amend- 
ment approved by the bureau of 
the budget the maximum annuity 
for 30 years service would be 
$1,050, the teacher contributing 
$600, or 57 per centum and the 
District $450, or 43 per centum. 

“‘After 30 years of service the 
District would no longer contribute 
to the annuity of the teacher, but 
the teacher’s contribution would 
continue until retirement. The in- 
crease in the amount of the annui- 
ty after 30 years is, therefore, the 
increase represented solely by the 
teacher’s continued contributions.”’ 

Appropriations for retirement of 
teachers amounted to $61,000 for 
the fiscal year 1926 and $70,000 for 
the fiscal year 1927. The first 
year’s appropriation for current 
pensions under the amendments 
recommended, would be $122,051. 
But actuaries that have worked on 
the subject advise that the funds 
be appropriated to liquidate, in 30 
years, accrued liabilities of the Dis- 
trict in the matter of pensions. The 
initial one of these 50 appropria- 
tions would be $230,540, making 
the first year’s total appropriation, 
under the bills as they would be 
amended if the recommendations 
are heeded, of $352,591.

The only prosper- 
ity in Haiti is the -prosperity of 
Americans who are drawing big 
salaries from the Haitian treasufsy. 
This exploitation of Haiti is the 
main cause of misery of its masses 
and expatriation of its best work- 
ers. 

“The 61 committees of the Union 
Patriotic have entrusted me to lay 
before the American people these 
facts, in the hope that justice even- 
tually will be done in Haiti, and 
the Haitians will enjoy the privi- 
lege of a free and democratic elec- 
tion of their national assembly.” 

A resolution in the Senate was 
urged during the last week by 
Senator King. of Utah, directing 
consideration of measures ‘which 
shall permit the Haitian people to 
set up and establish a government 
of their own choice and assume 
control of their own civil and po- 
litical affairs.”’ 


Provision was made in the res- 
olution for withdrawal from Haiti 
of all military forces of the United 
States, and all officers, military, 
naval and otherwise, except only 
regularly accredited displomatic 
representatives or consular agents, 
as may be agreed upon by the 
Haitian and American govern- 
ments.

In four games in Chicago last 
week no less than ten inflelders 
were bumped into and almost 
knocked out. Spectators were in- 
clined to boo the base runner for 
being unduly rough. As a matter 
of fact, he was absolutely within his 
rights every time. The baseman 
simply did not know how to get out 
of his way and still touch him with 
the ball. I couldn’t help but think 
of Bobby Wallace. In the old days 
when he had that art down so fine 
that the roughest of base runners 
couldn't upset him and were still 
touched out. Watch an old time 
artist like ‘‘Rabbit’’ Maranville 
some day and see how he puts the 
ball on the runners. 

The smart ball player will learn 
this trick while the dumb ones will 
go right along failing to get their 
man and complaining about the 
runner being rough. A runner you 
know, has prior right to the base 
line. He would be called out for run- 
ning out of line. So it is up to the 
baseman to get out of his path and 
touch him as he slides by. 


F the infielder insists on 

IT awkwardly blocking the 

path he is bound to get 
knocked over. On this trip our 
infielders have been upset just 
the same as the others. All of 
them have got to learn.

Hornsby has the most correct style 
I have seen for years. He snaps 
the ball on a line, and if it is lively, 
it simply goes farther. 


HOUGH oy haven't seen 
/ any: American league 
games yet, I am told that 
the same conditions prevail in 
that circuit. Jt is bound to be 
the same. Base running, or base 
stealing as an art, is being re- 
vived all along the line and the 
weakness of the in fielders is be- 
ing shown up. They all must 
learn new tricks, or rather 
tricks that were old before the 
lively ball came in. 


Men like Eddie Collins, Miller 
Huggins and Roger Peckinpaugh 
would not be bothered by base run- 
ners coming into them. 

These new base stealers also are 
noticeably weak in their knowledge 
of sliding. I saw two men knocked 
out this week by sliding directly 
into the bag and being stopped 
short. If they had used the hook 
slide they would not have been hurt 
nor would they have been touched. 

The odd feature to this season is 
that the game is going through a 
big change right under the players’ 
noses and many of them apparently 
have not noticed it. 

This may be an explanation of the 
two races taking so much to 
straighten out.

ITH the constantly increasing

Col. Raymond Robins, Chicago, 
who served with the Red Cross, 
military and diplomatic staffs in 
Russia, was the chief champion of 
the soviet government. Non-recog- 
nition, Col. Robins insisted, con- 
stituted ‘“‘casus'. belli’’ between 
the countries, and is contrary to 
the traditional policy of the United 
States. He recommended the dis- 
patch of a diplomatic and business 
mission from this country to Russia, 
the settlement of claims due Ameri- 
can citizens for confiscated property 
and general provisions for trade 
and commerce. : 

Gov. Albert C. Ritchie, of Mary- 
land, who presided today, pointed 
out in an address that American 
exports to Russia since the war 
have vastly increased, now amount- 
ing to $108,000,000. as against 
only $48,000,000 in 1913. 

Senator Key Pittman, of Nevada, 
declared that recognition of soviet 
government in Russia must await 
the destruction of the third inter- 
nationale and cessation of the 
soviet endeavor to overthrow all 
other governments. 

The United States should bring 
its moral influence to bear in any 
arrangement that may lead to a re- 
duction of armaments as a step to- 
ward permanent international 
peace, Senator Irving L. Lenroot, of 
Wisconsin, said in one of the ad- 
dresses tonight.

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THE VOYAGE OF THE NORGE. 


The world breathes a sigh of relief 
upon receipt of the news that the air- 
ship Norge has landed safely at Teller, 
Alaska. The mystery of her disappear- 
ance after passing over Point Barrow 
had aroused apprehensions of disaster. 
But the Norge had not suffered, and her 
personnel reached the earth without 
harm. 

Within half a week these men passed 
from Europe to America, flying over the 
north pole and across regions never be- 
fore seen by man. In its path-breaking 
novelty the voyage of the Norge was as 
thrilling as Hans Pfaal’s visit to the 
moon. It was a venture even more daring 
than that made by Columbus, who half 
feared that he was running the risk of 
falling off the edge of the earth when he 
fared westward. But he had a fairly safe 
element under him, while Capt. Amund- 
sen and his fellow voyagers faced the 
danger of instant death at all times, from 
three elements at once, to say nothing of 
’ the danger of death by exposure in case 
of an escape from more speedy annihila- 
tion. 
~ What Amundsen found in the waste 
between the pole and Alaska, what dis- 
coveries he made in connection with the 
, magnetic pole, what experiences he and 
his fellow voyagers had in their marvel- 
ous three-day flight are matters for the 
epic that is soon to be written and laid 
before the world. In every land it will 
be eagerly scanned. The neighborship 
of nations is never more clearly exhibited “ 
than in the expression of universal in- 
terest in such exploits as these. There 
is glory for several nations in the Norge’s 
voyage, and abundant cauae of rejoicing 
among all.

THE SEA-SERPENT DOUBTED! 


It seems to be a specially unkindly 
stroke of fate that, as the silly season 
approaches, when topics for newspaper 
discussion slink to cover and almost any 
subject that offers itself is seized on as 
a life-saver, one of those ruthlessly icono- 
clastic scientists, who delight in smash- 

’ ing popular traditions and beliefs, should 
take it upon himself to announce that 
there is no present-day evidence of the 
existence of sea serpents. A London 
zoologist is the miscreant who thus un- 
ceremoniously seeks to shatter, by a 
stroke of his pen, one of the best-beloved 
and closest-hugged tenets of modern 
times, by classifying it as a mere delu- 
sion and asserting that, since the cre- 


*taceous period, an actual sea serpent. 


can not be proved to have been seen. 
This scoffer at a widely accepted ar- 
ticle of popular faith does, indeed, admit 
that there is nothing impossible in the 
suggestion that there should be animals 
living of which we have ‘no knowledge, 
and then takes refuge in the subterfuge 
that there is a great diffprence between 
the possible and the probable. Con- 
’ fronted with well-authenticated instances 
of persons who had a full view of the sea 
serpent, he seeks to explain the castz away 
by saying that a giant squid or possibly 
an oar fish was mistaken for the genuine 
article. The oar fish is, in fact, fearfully 
and wonderfully made. It grows 40 feet 
long, has a head like that of a horse and 
fins so developed that they present the 
appearance of a horse’s red mane. He 
would be an ugly customer to encounter 
in a small boat in midocean; but, all the 
_ game, no experienced mariner could: pos- 
_ sibly mistake him for a real sea serpent. 
As for the feelers of the squid being 


raised above the water and resembling 
the traditional sea serpent, that idea may 
be incontinently dismissed as vain and 
utterly unworthy of credence. 

It is scarcely possible to get behind the 
statement regarding the sea serpent seen 
off the coast of China by many persons 
on board the British man o’ war, Daeda- 
lus, or the equally well-substantiated ac- 
count reported from Lord Crawford’s 
yacht. As another well-known scientist 
puts it, on @ priori and zoological 
grounds, the existence of a largely devel- 
oped marine snake is highly probable. 

For goodness’ sake, leave us our sea 
serpent and let us go on believing, with 
Hamlet, that “there are more things in 
heaven and earth than are dreamt of in 
your philosophy.”

ENEMIES OF LIBERTY. 


Iixperience most emphatically proves 
the truth of two principles which Presi- 
dent Coolidge dwelt upon in his address 
at Williamsburg yesterday. He referred 
to the unerring political instinct of the 
founders of the republic in seeking to 
establish liberty, and he drew attention 
to the two fundamental principles upon 
which American institutions rest. One 
of these is that the majority shall rule. 
The other is the maintenance of local 
self-government. Without majority rule 
and local self-government liberty can not 
survive under the American system. 

The failure of the true majority to ex- 
press its will leaves the way open for 
minorities to get in their evil work. Mr. 
Coolidge made this fact clear, with his 
usual terseness, in this fashion: 


It is obvious that if those who hold to 
the same ideals of government fail to 
agree, the chances very strongly favor a 
rule by a minority. But there is another 
element of recent development. Direct 
primaries and direct elections bring to bear 
upon the political fortunes of public offi- 
cials the greatly disproportionate infiu- 
ence of organized. minorities. Artificial 
propaganda, paid agitators, selfish inter- 
ests, all impinge upon members of legisla- 
tive bodies to force them to represent spe- 
cial elements rather than the great body 
of their constituency. When they are suc- 
cessful, minority rule is established, and 
the result is an extravagance on the part 
of the government which is ruinous to the 
people and a multiplicity of regulations 
and restrictions for the conduct of all 
kinds of necessary business, which be- 
comes little less than oppressive. Not 
only is this one country, but we must keep 
all its different parts in harmony by refus- 
ing to adopt legislation which is not for 
the genera! welfare. 


Every voter should read the foregoing, 
ponder it, consider what is between the 
lines, and then read it again. It is a 
political message of the highest impor- 
tance, given in a nutshell. The moral 
can be applied to many men and many 
measures. The warning conveyed is 
timely now and will be timely hereafter. 

On the necessity of maintaining local 
self-government as indispensable to lib- 
erty, President Coolidge drew another 
striking piece of wisdom from the action 
of the Virginia convention of 1776. “The 
States are the sheet anchors of our insti- 
tutions,” was Mr. Coolidge’s summary of 
this feature of the Virginia declaration 
of independence. The intrusion of the 
general government into the domain of 
the States is a most dangerous tendency. 
This will be understood more clearly by 
reflecting upon this observation in Mr. 
Coolidge’s address: .« 


No method of procedure has ever been 
devised by which liberty could be divorced 
from local self-government. No plan of 
centralization has ever been adopted which 
did not result in bureaucracy, tyranny, in- 
flexibility, reaction and decline. Of all 
forms of government, those administered 
by bureaus are about the least satisfactory 
to an enlightened and progressive people. 
Being irresponsible they become auto- 
cratic, and being autocratic they resist a)l 
development. Unless bureaucracy is con- 
stanty resisted it breaks down representa- 
tive government and overwhelms democ- 
racy. It is the one element in our institu- 
tions that sets up the pretense of having 
authority over everybody and being re- 
sponsible to nobody. 


Here are two essentials of American 
liberty which voters can help to preserve, 
by opposing vicious contrary movements 
of modern politics. Special interests are 
constantly seeking advantage at the 
expense of the whole people. Demagog- 
ism, class legislation, suppression of local 
rights and bureaucracy are all of one 
piece. All are enemies of liberty. Every 
citizen and every legislator should strike 
them down. ~ 


THE TACNA-ARICA QUESTION. 


Although Secretary Kellogg continues 
his efforts to bring about an amicable 
adjustment of the Tacna-Arica dispute 
between Chile and Peru, it is evident 
that his optimism must have been damp- 
ened by the refusal of the Chilean con- 
gress to approve of any settlement other 
than by the plebiscite already provided 
for. The Chilean government does not 
appear to have given a decisive reply to 


be taken for granted that the reply will 
not fly in the face of the vote in the 
Chilean congress. ‘ 


‘Mr. Kellogg advanced two suggestions 
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the Kellogg proposals as yet, but it may 


as possible methods of adjusting the dis- 
pute. One was the transfer of Arica to 
a third party, with suitable indemnities 
to both Chile and Peru; and the other 


was the internationalization of the dis- | 
puted territory, under the general guard- 


ianship of the South American republics. 
Peru appears to have been -willing to 
consider the latter suggestion, but Chile 
is opposed to it. . Ambassador Collier 
on May 9 reminded the Chilean govern- 
ment that its former foreign minister, 
Mr. Barros Jarpa, and its member of the 
plebiscitary commission, Mr. Edwards, 
had intimated that Chile favored the 
creation of a free state composed of 
Tacna and Arica. The Chilean attitude 
of opposition to this method of settle- 
ment, now that it is proposed by Mr. 
Kellogg, tends to emphasize in American 
minds the impression that Chile is either 
determined to prevent a settlement or is 
so divided in political councils that no 
consistent national policy can be agreed 
upon at this time. 

Representatives of Chile are now on 
the way to Washington, presumably bear- 
ing new instructions. If they should 
bring the message that Chile insists 
upon the holding of the plebiscite, the 
negotiations here may be terminated, and 
the Secretary of State and the arbitrator 
may consider afresh the conditions under. 
which a fair plebiscite must be held, if 
held at all. 

Unfortunately for all concerned, the 
conditions deemed to be indispensable 
by the commission have not been estab- 
lished at Arica. The conduct of the 
Chilean members of the commission was 
repeatedly rebuked by Gen. Pershing, and 
Gen. Lassiter, his successor, has more 
than once reported that the Chilean 
authorities have not established the con- 
ditions required by the commission. It 
is impossible to hold a fair plebiscite 
until these conditions are established. 

Chile and Peru are committed to the 
holding of a plebiscite. The United 
States is morally bound to support Pres- 
ident Coolidge in seeing that his award 
is complied with. He was granted full 
power, under the terms of the supple- 
mentary act signed by Chile and Peru, 
to determine the conditions of a plebi- 
scite, if he should decide that a plebiscite 
was in order. He did decide that a 
plebiscite should be held. It was stipu- 
lated in the supplementary act that if a 
plebiscite should not be held, the terri- 
tory should remain under the adminis- 
tration of Chile, “pending an agreement 
as to the disposition of the territary.” 

A fundamental mistake was made 
when the arbitral award provided for a 
plebiscite while permitting one of the 
parties to retain possession of the admin- 
istrative organization of the disputed 
territory. Probably this mistake will 
have to be rectified before conditions 
insuring a fair plebiscite can be estab- 
lished. The army and civil authorities 
of Chile in the disputed territory may 
have to be withdrawn completely before 
the plebiscite commission can satisfy 
itself that every qualified voter on both 
sides is free to vote and have his ballot 
honestly counted. 

‘ If a plebiscite is to be held, it must be 
honest and fair to both sides, or the 
Tacna-Arica dispute will be more menac- 
ing than before. The American authori- 
ties concerned in this matter can not af- 
ford to lend countenance to a plebiscite 
that does not fairly express the free will 
of the voters. Therefore, mere clamor 
for a plebiscite, before suitable condi- 
tions are established, will fall upon deaf 
ears in Washington. The arbitrator has 
the power to establish suitable condi- 
tions. 
decide that a plebiscite is the only road 
to a settlement, he will, of course, require 
the enforcement of conditions insuring 
a fair vote, and in doing this he will have 
the support of American public opinion.

NATIONAL PARK SERVICE. 


Approval by Congress of bills provid-

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THE ARMY AIR CORPS. 


The Senate has amended the House 
aircraft bill by making the House pro- 
vision for the enlargement of the per- 
sonnel an “authorization,” to become ef- | 
fective when the money is available. The 
House provision would cost the govern- 
ment $40,000,000 a year and the Senate 
holds that this is unwise, considering the 
state of the Treasury and the probable 
revenues. This proposed “authorized” 
increase is made effective July 1, 1927, 
instead of 1926. 

The Senate struck out the House pro- 
vision for ten lighter-than-air craft, as- 
serting that they are of little value and 
should be developed by the navy. 

Under the amended bill the air service 
is to be called the army air corps, under > 
a Second Assistant Secretary of War, 
with a major general in command, and 
three brigadier generals, two more than 
are now provided. 

The army air corps seems to be as- 
sured; but the watchful eye of the guar- 
dians of the purse should be on the many 
appropriations proposed in Congress if a 
deficit is to be avoided at the end of the 
next fiscal year.

Make | Presidential rte of Act 


Makes Greater Pay for 
Retired Possible. 


THREE DOUBTFUL GROUPS 


Presidential approval of an act 
to equalize pay of members of the 
military and naval establishments 
who were retired prior to July 1, 
1922, so that they have the in- 
creased pay on the retired list ac- 


| cruing to those retired after that 
| date, makes effective the increases 


'of compensation from May 8. 
Checks representing the additional 
amounts will be sent out as soon 
as possible. There may be some de- 
lay in the case of retired army of- 
ficers, because of the difficulty of 
adjusting the accounts of some 
1,200 officers, but it is hoped to 
include the individual increases in 
the next monthly disbursements. 


The only question that has been 
raised relates to certain members 
of the army, navy and marine corps, 
and it may be necessary to establish 
validity of increased payment by 
submitting an initial voucher to the 
comptroller general. 

There are three groups in this 
doubtful category. The greatest 
number affected in this question 
are those that come within the pro- 
visions of an act of June 6, 1924, 
amending the national defense act, 
giving certain enlisted men of the 
army on retirement the pay of re- 
tired warrant officers of the army, 
and enlisted men of the navy and 
marine corps retired pay of war- 
rant officers of those branches. In 
the case of warrant officers of the 
army, there are two grades, one 
receiving $133.87 and the other 
$115.50 per month, who are likely 
to receive $138.75. 

Another group in the army is 
composed of contract surgeons and 
veterinarians, who receive the pay 
of first lieutenants. It is believed 
that, in view of the terms of the 
act of 1924, those members included 
in that provision will be entitled to 
the increase, but it appears to be 
necessary to obtain definite author- 
ity for its disbursement.

EVOLUTION OF NAVY’S 
— REGULATIONS 


Uniforms of Past Were Often| 
Creations of Rainbow 
Brilliance. 


Uncle Sam’s sailors would 
card what the youth of fashion de- 
sires, baggy trousers. ‘‘Let the 
‘cake eater’ have ‘em. We don't 
Want ‘em,’’ says the ‘‘gob’ who 
hopes for a less conspicuous unt- 
form while on. shore leave. 

Propaganda for a new uniform 
for Jack ashore is appearing in the 
form of letters to publications and 
the historic ‘‘bell bottoms” are taboo 
in the dress reformation. 

These trousers, so easily turned 
from ankle to knee, are not objected 
to for ‘‘swabbing’’ decks or other 
work aboard ship, but they are sar- 
torially impossible for the prome- 
nade, according to the dress re- 
form movement in the navy. 

The ban also fails on the winter 
blue ‘‘flat hat’’ and the summer 
“white hat,’’ or abbreviated bowler; 
the winter and summer jerseys with 
their boyish collars and the black 
scarf as well. 

What is desired is a cap of yvacht- 
ing pattern with a visor to protect 
the eyes; a dark blue. double- 
breasted jacket with plain black 
bone buttons, and straight-legged. 
dark blue trousers—in other words, 
a uniform similar to that worn by 
the petty officers. The sailors are 
content to forego the gilt buttons 
and cap ornaments of the petty offi- 
cers’, however. For summer wear, 
the same effect in white is desired. 


Wide Trouser Origin. 


It is the hope of the sailors that 
the Navy Department will give 
them a chance to wear white col- 
lars and black four-in-hand ties 
like their brothers in army service 
are permitted to do since the adop- 
tion of the British roll collar for 
the soldier’s blouse. 

Wearing of wide trousers in vary- 
ing lengths dates back to the origin 
of the navy. In the foreign navies, 
the practice goes back to the seven- 
teenth century when loose. ploused 
breeches, tied or buckled at the 
knee, were supplanted by loose 
cloth or canvas trousers which be- 
gan to take on the bell effect in 
the following century. 

Wide trousers with bell bottoms 
of different widths are still in fash- 
ion in practically all the navies 
of the world. The idea that in- 
spired them as well as the date of 
their origin is still a matter of con- 
jecture. 

Old naval officers say that a regu- 
lation providing for ship work in 
bare legs resulted in an issue of 
trousers easily rolled while others 
claim that the style originated in 
the, practice of sailors making their 
own trousers, by doubling broad 
leg-length strips of cloth, sewing an 
inner seam and joining the legs. 
There is a third tradition which 
describes the use of wide trousers 
as due to the ease with which they 
can be kicked from the sailor's 
legs when he has to swim. The 
lacing at the back of the waistline 
is similarly explained. 


Early Regulations. 


The first record of a uniform 
regulation for the United States 
navy is found in a resolution of the 
Massachusetts council in April, 
1776, designating green and white 
colors for the officers’ uniform, but 
failing to describe the uniform. 
While an official regulation of the 
marine committee of the young na- 
tion issued at Philadelphia Septem- 
ber 5, 1776, gives detailed descrip- 
tions of officers’ clothing, it ig- 
nors that for the seamen, except 
Stating ‘‘green shirts for the men. if 
they can be procured.” In fact. 
there is no record of a regulation 
for the common sailor’s uniform 
until November 23, 1813. 

Historians explain this omission 
by saying that ordinary seamen of 
the revolutionary period and that 
of the war of 1812 dressed as they 
pleased. They wore black tarpaulin 
or white “sennit’’ hats with rakish 
broad brims. Those who had cir- 
cumnavigated the globe often wore 
lacquered bamboo 
from China or the East Indies, these 
being regarded as a mark of travel, 
like the Alpine feathers in the hats 
of returning European tourists 
some years ago. 

Gold earrings were also an adorn- 
ment of the sailors and,’ while the 
flowing mustaches of the buccaneers 
had been given up by this time, 
nevertheless, many ‘‘tars’’ wore 
theif hair long, in a single braided 
queue or in braids in front of the 
ears like the French hussars of the 
first empire. The piratical scarf 
often took the place of a hat. 


Decatur’s Gaudy Crew. 

Heavy,  broad-lapelled, brass- 
buttoned jackets of reefer type, 
striped woolen shirts or linen shirts 
with broad collars worn over the 
jacket lapels were popular. This 
style undoubtedly gave rise to the 
present sailor’s collar. Wide, bell- 
bottomed cloth or canvas trousers 
completed the dress. 

While a contemporary account 
of New York’s greeting to Com- 
modore Stephen Decatur’ and his 
crew of the Macedonian on their 
return from fighting, in January, 
1813, shows that the sailors wore 
‘“‘blue jackets, scarlet vests and 
grass hats,” it was not until No- 
vember 17 of that year that an of- 
ficial designation of the seaman’s 
uniform appears. This was in an 
order of Secretary of the Navy 
Jones and is believed to be the earli- 
est official mention existing of a 
dress for enlisted men. It pre- 
scribed a short blue coat with six 
buttons on the lapels, blue panta- 
loons, white vest and “round hat’’ 
with cockade. 

First known mention of a sum- 
mer dress for the navy is found in 
an order of Secretary of the Navy 
Crowninshield prescribing white

NEW CARTRIDGE MADE 
FOR USE IN WEAPON 


Improved Method of Gauging 
small-Arms Barrels 
Investigated. 


Functioning tests of the Peder- 
sen caliber semiautomatic 
shoulder-rifle are being conducted 
at Springfield Armory, Mass., fol- 


lowing various demonstrations of 
the piece at Aberdeen proving 
fsround, Md., and in this city. Pre- 
liminary firings of the weapon at 
Springfield indicate very satisfac- 
tory results. with excellent accu- 
racy when firing is rapid. 

After completion of these tests 
it is intended to manufacture a few 
of the rifles for service tests bv 
the infantry and cavalry’ boards 
with a view of determining the suit- 
ability of this caliber as a semi- 
automatic arm. 

A new design of cartridge for the 
rifle has been approved for experi- 
mental production. It is expected 
that it will give ballistics much su- 
perior to those of th» cartridge now 
heing used. Greater powder space 
has been provided in the cartridge- 
case, and a bullet of more efficient 
design has been substituted for the 
solid bronze bullet heretofore used. 
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New Gauging Method. 


Investigations also are under way 
at Springfield armory of an im- 
proved method of determining the 
serviceability of worn small-arms 
barrels by gauging from the breech. 
The method followed heretofore has 
been to gauge from the muzzle, but 
as the greatest amount of wear oc- 
curs at the breech, the muzzle- 
fauginz method never has been 
quite satisfactory. 

A lot of caliber .30 ammunition. 
With large primers, which was sent 
to Fort Benning, Ga., for use in 
the Garand semiautomatic shoul- 
der rifle to improve its function- 
ing, was tested by the infantry and 
a report has been submitted to the 
chief of ordnance. The ammuni- 
tion functioned very well in the 
semiautomatic, and alsO was satis- 
factory in the service rifle, although 
extraction in the latter weapon was 
more difficult with the service am- 
munition. 

Orders have been given to Frank- 
ford Arsenal, Pa., to increase its 
working force so that approximate- 
ly 100,000 rounds of ball ammuni- 
tion can be manufactured per da 
In order to take care of demands 
during the next fiscal year for serv- 
ice and special ammunition. 


This order also called for blue 
jackets with yellow buttons, blue 
trousers, red vest and a black hat 
of straw or tarpaulin of a type still 
seen in Spain and frequently re- 
ferred to in millinery as a “‘sailor.’’ 

Double-breasted coats for petty 
Officers first appeared in 1830 fol- 
lowing an order of Secretary of the 
Navy Branch. These were eight- 
buttoned and the lapels could be 
buttoned back. A combination uni- 
form of blue jacket, white vest and 
white trousers was also introduced 
at this time. 


Mustaches Forbidden. 


Devices for enlisted men and spe- 
cialists’ insigna were created by an 
order of Secretary Badger in 1841. 
This order changed the jacket to 
the blouse, the first blouse being 
long, ending midway over the hips 
and of a smock-like fullness. This 
blouse also brought out the typical 
Sailor collar. 

An order

forbidding wearing of 
and ‘‘Ymperials”’ by sail- 
promulgated by Secretary 
Graham some time before 1853. 
The ‘imperial’ was the name given 
the waxed mustache and chin tuft 
popularized by Napoleon III and his 
generals. In 1853, Secretary Dob- 
bin rescinded this order and per- 
mitted wearing of neatly-trimmed 
beards. 

Blouses were shortened Juring 
the civil war period and then length- 
degrees into the present 
jersey type. The flat hat of the 
civil war, first with a narrow, soft 
crown, was gradually changed into 
‘he present wider and stiff crown. 
An order of 1866 first placed the 
sh.p’s name in gold letters on the 
hat band. The white hat was or- 
dered in 1886. At that time, it 
had a broader, lower rim and lower 
crown, A straw hat of similar de- 
sign had been worn for a long time 
previous. Evening dress for officers 
Was specified in an order 
tary Robeson in 1869. 


Foreign Influence. 


As in the army, the effect of for- 
eign military fashicn is seen re- 
peatedly in the navy, the black 
scarf being worn as mourning be- 
cause of the death of Lord Nelson, 
ihe great British sea fighter. 

An interesting controversy is 
recorded in the secretaryship of 
Gideon Welles in 1866. Rumors 
spread that the department intend- 
ed to dispense with dress epaulets 
or shoulder decorations and the 
“chapeau,” or cocked hat, for of- 
ficers. This led to a petition in- 
dorsed by Admiral D. D. Porter, 
who said that while a “reasonable 
simplicity’’ was desirable in keep- 
ing with national democratic tradi- 
tions, it should be remembered that 


‘when Benjamin Franklin appeared 


at the court of France his simple 
republican costume consisted of 
velvet coat and breeches, satin vest, 
trimmings of Brussels lace and dia- 
mond buckles on his shoes. 

On the back of the petition was 
found Welles comment, stating, 


“Our uniform, like many other mat- 


ters, springs from a desire to ape 
the manners, customs and dress of 
the courts and aristocracy of Eu- 
rope.

Aspect Than That Which 
Is Given Beginners. 


DOCTOR OF JURIDICAL 
SCIENCE NEW DEGREE 


Qualifications for Civil Law 
Doctorate Are Made 
More Stringent. 


Additional graduate courses will 
be offered in the curriculum for 
next year at the National Univer- 


‘sity Law school in line with the 
' policy of the university to offer 


graduate instruction of an entirely 
different grade from that given un- 
dergraduate students. 

In adopting this plan, National 
university is following the lead of 
other law schools in giving as grad- 
uate work professional courses of a 
more cultural aspect than those 
given first, second and third year 
students, who are interested pri- 
marily in taking courses which will 
qualify them for the bar examina- 
tions. 

Beginning with the next academic 
year, National will offer to grad- 
uates of colleges who are also grad- 
uates of approved law schools, the 
degree of doctor of juridical science, 
upon the completion of one year of 
graduate work with marks of dis- 
tinction. This degree was first 
granted by Harvard university, and 
since its introduction, New York 
university, the University of Michi- 
gan and other standard institutions 
have included it in their graduate 
work. 

The degree of doctor of judicial 
science will not supersede the older 
degrees of doctor of civil law, which 
will, however, in the future require 
the completion of two years’ grad- 
uate law work, including one year 
of research, after the candidate has 
@raduates from both college and 
law school.

Students and Faculty Demand 
for Public-Speaking Train- 
ing Is Granted. 


NEW FACULTY MEMBERS 
COMING FOR SUMMER 
Registration for Extra Terms 
of School Will Start 
on June 11. 


George Washington university 


will offer among its host of new 
courses next fall academic work in 
public speaking. The demand of 
students for classes in this subject 
had brought the matter to the at- 
tention of the authorities. The an- 
nouncement that the course offered 
in the department of arts and 
sciences will be presided over by a 
professor is expected to fill the want 
expressed by students and faculty. 

The success of the debating 
teams of the university in intercol- 
legiate and> international debate 
and the fact that the George Wash- 
ington university team will repre- 
sent the United States another year 
in a tour of England has aroused 
considerable enthusiasm. Public 
speaking and debate go hand _ in 
hand and while the university 
boasts a number of prize speaking 
contests, debating society contests 
and intercollegiate tryouts for both 
men and women, the subject has 
not been placed in the curriculum 
before this. 

The appointment of a professor 
for this subject will be made short- 
ly, it is understood, and the defi- 
nite time of classes put on the cal- 
endar before the next university 
catalogue goes to press. 

Registration for the summer 
school will start on June 11, ac- 
cording to Prof. Elmer Louis Kay- 
ser, director. The summer session 
will open on June 14 for the nine- 
week course, while the six-week 
course will start on the date of 
July 6. New courses are offered in 
English, history, library, science, 
psychology and zoology.

He also gave 
an intimate touch of American his- 
tory, not generally known, concern- 
ing the visit of Pope Pius IX to the 
Constitution, the first and perhaps 
the only instance of a sovereign 
pontiff being on American territory. 
This occurred in the Bay of Naples. 

The facts were set forth by 
Father. Lyons as follows: ‘In De- 
cember, 1848, the Constitution set 
out on a cruise that took her to 
the Mediterrean sea, where she 
cruised mostly along the Italian 
coast. At that time the Pope had 
left Rome because of troubled 
times and was receiving shelter 
from the King of Naples. French, 
Russian, English, Spanish and 
American warships were at anchor 
in the Bay of Naples. The Con- 
stitution was under command of 
Capt. Gwynn and he extended an 
invitation to the King of Naples 
and the Pope to visit the Vessel. 
They accepted and were rowed to 
the ship by the captains of the 
other warships. 


Presented Gifts. 


“After, being greeted by the cap- 
tain, the Pope requested that the 
Catholics on board be drawn up in 
line, and this being done he pre- 
sented each with a rosary. Capt. 
Gwynn died a short time after and 
was buried in one of the coast 
towns of Italy, but later his re- 
mains were brought to the United 
States. The cruise ended at New 
York, February, 1851.’’ 

As its contribution to the “Old 
Ironsides’’ celebration at George- 
town the Navy Department loaned 
a model of the historic frigate for 
the occasion. It was draped with 
the Georgetown colors and placed 
in a position under the Washing- 
ton bust. 

Intense interest was shown by 
the student body in the movement 
to preserve the Constitution, and 
committees under the direction of 
the various class presidents are be- 
ing formed to handle the student 
contributions to the fund.

Just at present, the theater is in the throes of change; a shifting from 
its place in the sun to a spot on the shady side of the street. Blinded, |

Inevitably, there will be a turning toward Troy, or Rome, or Holly- | 
wood; the old or the new, the tried and tested, novelty and experiment. | 
This is the lot of the theater; up today, down tomorrow; good now, bad | 
then, but never—well, hardly ever—indifferent.

O UR folks have a way of soon becoming satiated. They do not like 
to remain long at the trough. The fellow who comes along with | 
a new pabulum easily wins attention; though holding it is some- | 
thing else again. | 

The movies undoubtedly gained a foothold in the theater because of 
their newness; pictures dancing on a screen. As the edge of novelty 
Sulls, they must become better or go backward. Remaining at the 
present peak of perfection they’d stale in a year or so, or be forced to 
Share honors with old-line theatrical attractions billed and booked in 
the same houses—combination motion picture and vaudeville per- 
formances. 

In the laboratories, all sorts of experiments are taking place. They 

are working on a synchronization machine that will eventually endow 
the moving figure with human voice. The fourth dimension is also 
being called forth from its resting place so that moving persons on the 
screen shall eventually stand out as clearly as those walking in life down 
Peacock alley. 
] Crude, it caused some to laugh; 
but, in truth, it is no more cause for laughter than was the early tele- 
phone of Alexander Graham Bell, or the first flying machine set in flight 
over the Potomac by the pioneer in aeronautics, Samuel Langley. 

So long as the average man is able to affix a piece of piano wire to 
his bed-spring and hear a voice out of the etherial regions, a song in 
sunny San Antone sent from the studio of Syracuse syncopators, almost 
anything might happen in the world of invention. And the motion 
picture is certainly an invention; one, too, that has in no way exhausted 
its possibilities, for, in sooth, many times as we have heard it said, the 
fact remains: The movies are in their infancy. 

Until such time as human voice and fourth dimension are added qual- 
ities the screen will be called upon to compete in the open market with 
the best the stage can offer, and so, not going fully into the halls of the 
drama, since its own product is by its very nature dramatic, the call will 
be for vaudeville and musical. comedy help.

Y this turn of affairs, the playhouse itself gets what the boys like to 
B call a good, stiff jolt in the jaw. 

Vaudeville, when it first gained the attention of America, came in 
the nature of novelty—and created a field of its own. In its infancy it 
combined features of the legitimate theater, music hall, concert stage, 
circus, gymnasium, lecture platform and side show, for it was, in name 
and nature, variety. 

From the stage, vaudeville took the one-act play—boiled down to a 
sketch or skit. From the music hall it got the burlesque comedian, the 
quick-change artist, and the ventriloquist. From the concert stage it 
brought the best singers of every land and clime, and once in a while 
it reached over into grand opera itself and put on excerpts from the 
masters; sung and performed by first-raters. From the circus it ex- 
hibited tight and slack wire walkers, hand-to-hand and shoulder-to- 
ground balancers, acrobats, bare back riders, rope performers, and the 
like. From the side shows it brought acts that were not too freaky, nor 
repulsive; for vaudeville, even in its early stages, saw the benefits of 
refinement. And so it went on the even tenor of its way until there 
came the day that the motion picture theaters began just what the 
old variety circuits of years ago did—entering other fields for stars and 
sideline showmanship. Since vaudeville had the pick of the lot, it is 
but natural that managers of the motion picture houses should know 
where to stop, look, and listen. 

+ * * * 
T HESE are the facts in the case: They do not mean that vaudeville is 
going back, nor that the movies are slipping and must be bolstered 
up by attractions. On the contrary, they mean that vaudeville booking 
agencies and motion-picture people are on the qui vive; engaged in the 
everlasting search for novelty to regale theatergoers. 

Say what you will against either the movies or vaudeville—and there 
are some folks who never go to either—the shrewdest showmen in the 
world are identified with both enterprises. For one thing, vaudeville 
managers and motion picture producers are concerned mainly with au- 
diences—and that is always as it should be. They will try, of course, 
to put something over; to make the public pulse beat just a little bit 
faster than it should in the presence of pseudo-greatness; but once high 
blood pressure fails to register they are quick to turn away and bring on 
other stimuli.

* ot and literature, all right in their places—galleries and libraries— 
are not twin sisters of joy to the public; for the average man-jack 
would not know literature if it walked up and slapped him in the face; 
and art—well, as any student at Corcoran will tell you, ’tis a long, 
drawn-out process. 

This being true, movie criticasters have little to offer when they call 
down the wrath of the gods upon heads of Broadway booking agents and 
Hollywoodonians. It all goes back to the common sense warning; ‘‘Do 
not shoot the fiddler, boys, he’s doing the best he can.’ Out of the 
shifting sands blowing willy-nilly over studio floors may come magnifi-

VY OU can not expect theatricals to stand still any more than the sun 
in the heavens. Fundamental laws of the drama will remain the 
same, forever and a day, or two days, or three, whatever the allotted 
time may be; pliant to the pushing and pulling of the people, the theater 
must go one way or the other, onward and up, or backward and down. 
That is what is happening now, in this country, and in others. The 
theater is arousing itself; shifting from a middle ground occupied for 
some little time; probably too long to satisfy the cravings of a popu- 
lace yelling always for something new, something different, something 
‘else, and yet something practically the same as it knew and has known 
since the time untold. 
Stars of the theater often decry the public taste. “They don’t know 
what they want,’’ is the sneer. Well, they do know what they want, 
these theatergoers, and while they are not perhaps ready to analyze and 
dissect their cravings, they quickly register their reactions on the best 
old barometer in the world—the boxoffice, a much abused institution.

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Echoes of the New York Stage Ws 


By ROBERT BELL 


Excellently interpreted by the 
(Actors theater cast, “The Impor- 
tance of Being Earnest,’ or ‘A 
Trivial Comedy for Serious People,” 
was written when Oscar Fingal 
O’Flahertie Wills Wilde was at the 
peak of his prime. Whatever may 


be its defects as drama; whatever 
it may lack in the probing of truth 
as a whole, it runs along like a 
Personal conversation with the bril- 
Mant, and it plumbs to the bottom 
‘ftinumerable half truths. The au- 
thor is content to build his compli- 
cations upon a pun; to use for plot 
a story hardly more than asinine 
arid to show only superficialities of 
his characters. The comedy is a 
work of art alien to and separate 
from real life. 

After all the years (the com- 
edy was first produced about 1894) 
the sparkle of Wilde’s wit remains 
bright. For an evening in which 
is summed up for you “all systems 
in a phrase and all existence in an 
éepigram,”’ there is nothing to com- 
pare to it. It has not become old- 
fashioned or stilted, partly. I think, 
because as life goes on it changes— 
in exterior mannerisms at least-— 
and the author who tries to capture 
these is destined to become faded 
in time; it is only the author who 
furrows deep into the human soul 
that lasts, or the author who, like 
Wilde, is content to characterize 
Only the universal follies of man 
and to place these into a permanent 
@rt form which must exist, since it 
tries not to mimic life, but exists 
by the laws it makes for itself. 

It is hardly fair to pick out names 

from this sterling cast, though I 
did particularly like the work of 
Reginald Owen as Algernon, Lucille 
Watson as Lady Bracknell, and 
Dudley Digges as the Réy. Canon 
Chasuble. I do not know how long 
it will be playing, but I do advise 
you to see it if you can—even if 
three years ago you happened to see 
@ production in Washington by the 
Rams Head Players. 

“The Importance of Being 
Earnest’’ was advertised to run but

It seems rather remarkable that 
none of the pundits have rushed 
into print with a ponderous essay 
on the relation a screen comedian’s 


clothes and make-up bear to his 
success in his chosen profession, yet 
it is difficult to imagine Charlie 
Chaplin without his baggy. pants, 
oversize shoes and bamboo cane, 
just as it is difficult to visualize a 
funny Harold Lloyd without his 
goggles, and Raymond Griffith 
without his high hat. 

Griffith’s high hat and evening 
clothes continue as that comedian’s 
standard mimic equipment in his 
latest comedy, ‘‘Wet Paint,’’ which 
opens a week’s engagement at 
Loew’s Palace this afternoon, and 
Griffith admits, every once in a 
while, that he’s sorry he didn’t 
select some other charactersitic 
make-up when he first started out 
as a comedy star. The maintenance 
cost of high hats and evening 
clothes runs pretty high for a sea- 
son, because both sartorial essen- 
tials must always present a new and 
spotless appearance to the camera, 
and Griffith’s numerous comedy 
stunts frequently require two and 
three different outfits during the 
same picture. 

Ray Griffith also equips himself 
with a mustache before he appears 
before the camera. The mustache, 
like Chaplin’s, is not real, but it 
seems to fit in with Griffith’s sar- 
torial scheme, and he always wears 
it. Hs realized that every outstan- 
ing comedian in the business was 
easily identified and ‘‘trade mark- 
ed”’ by some peculiar characteristic 
of dress, and in as much as none 
of the ranking comedians has seen 
fit to adopt the dress suit and the 
high hat, Griffith decided he would.

T Art’s seventeenth annual con- 
vention in the Mayflower hotel 
the past week was unusually well 
attended. 


the discussion on modern art was 
especially stimulating. Resofutions 
were adopted which tended to the 
protection of artists’ 
the creative work of the arts. 
Robert W. de Forest presided at 
all the sessions. The report of the 
secretary, Miss Leila Mechlin, 
2 comprehensive and full expres- 
sion of the varied art activities 
throughout the country. She told 
of the work that is carried on by 
the federation, which is national in 
character and fills a place that no 
other art association attempts. 

There has been increase all along 
the line, especially in regard to the 
traveling exhibitions sent out to 
colleges. Fifty-seven engagements 
were made in as many colleges, and 
exhibitions of original American 
contemporary art. of prints and of 
color prints of reproductions.

With these exhibitions were sent 
out information concerning the life 
and the work of the artists exhibit- 
ing. The exhibitions were made ‘a 
center of interest in the studies of 
the student body and were also 
opened to the public. In all, there 
were 245 engagements of traveling 
exhibitions held among women’s 
clubs, schools and various associa- 
tions. There were only four States 
where the exhibitions were not 
held. 

In Canada the centennial exhibi- 
tion of the National Academy of 
Design and an. exhibition loaned 
by the Metropolitan were sent to 
a number of cities and requests 
were made for exhibitions another 
vear.

Alon Bement spoke on the im- 
portance of the design registration 
act which is before the Senate com- 
mittee, and urged letters and 
appeals be made to protect the 
artist in his designs from being | 
used by those not entitled to do so. 
lie said that American iniuotriat’ 
output is falling behind in the 
European markets, and that unless 
the quality of our work is improved 
we are likely not to be able to 
hold our own in the world markets 
in ‘the future. An improvement in 
taste and quality is needful. Great 
interest was expressed in the 
proper protection of the work of 
the artists, and resolutions sug- 
gested: 

R. B. Farnum, principal of the 
Massachusetts Normal Art school, 
gave an’ interesting account of the 
various international art congresses 
that have been held, and urged the 
sending of a delegate to the next in- 
ternational art congress which will 
be held in Prague in 1928. 

In the afternoon modern art held 
the field, and a large attendance 
was proof that this subject is upper- 
most in the minds of the art-loving 
public. Benedetto Croce’s philos- 
ophy and interpretation of art was 
the subject of the address by John 
M. Warbeke, of Mount Holyoke col-

Wins Smee Prize. 

The award of the popular prize of 
$200 to Carl Rungius for his paint- 
ing, entitled ‘“‘The Mountaineer,’ is 
of interest as showing that not nec- 
essarily does the most popular 
painting prove to be the best. In 
this case there were only 119 votes 
cast for ‘“‘The Mountaineer’’ in the 
5,000 votes that were cast, not a 
large number preferring the same 
painting. The minds of the spec- 
tators certainly were not unani- 
mous. The second largest vote re- 
ceived was “‘Charlotte Hundley,’ by 
Camilla Whitehurst, which received 
84, the third largest being cast 
for the ‘‘Pearl Diver,’ by Arthur 
Spear, receiving 74. However, 
taste in art is certainly not an es- 
tablished formula, perhaps _be- 
cause there are no well-established 
standards in regard to it that are, 
known to the spectators. Art is 


| certainly a matter of individual 


predilection and perhaps this is 
well. The offering of a popular 
prize does a great deal in awaken- 
ing interest in art and quickening 
perception. 

Carl Rungius, who won the prize, 
was born in Germany in 1869 and 
came to this country in 1894. He 
is a member of the Salmagundi 
club, National Arts club, Society of 
Men who Paint the Far West, So- 
ciety of Animal Painters and Sculp- 
tors, an associate of the National 
Academy of the Design, and has re- 
ceived many awards and honors. 
His specialty is painting big game. 

The Corcoran Gallery will be 
closed entirely for ten days or two 
weeks until the paintings of the bi- 
ennial exhibition can be taken down 
and permanent collection’ be in- 
stalled.

THE ADVANCING SOUTH. By Ed- 
win Mims. (Doubleday, Page & 
Co., New York.) 

The dramatic facts and forces of 
a veritable renaissance in the 
South, one of the most significant 
developments now going on in our 
national life, is unfolded in this 
book. 

The story of the present liberal 
movement in the South is carefully 
analyzed in relation to the intellec- 
tual movement in the church, in 
politics, in the press, in literature 
and education. 

The author is a Southerner and 
has been teaching Southern youth 
for a generation. The style of the 
book is individual in itself, for it is 
composed of a series of essay-like 
chapters each related to the other 
and carrying the story which he 
wishes to convey.

DEPENDENCE OF AMERICA 


ON WORLD'S GOODS SHOWN 
BY WILLIAM C. REDFIELD 


Former, Secretary of Commerce 
William C. Redfield chose a most 
opportune moment in which to 
publish his book, ‘‘Dependent Amer- 
ica’’ (Houghton, Mifflin Co., Bos- 
ton), because it appears just when 
the attention of the world is turned 
upon the British strike problem. 

International affairs are so inter- 
woven with questions of trade and 
finance that foreign policies can be 
only safely based upon an exact 
understanding of America’s pos!- 
tion in these matters. 

Secretary Redfield in writing his 


book went to the direct sources of 
information, the great business and 
trade organizations of the country, 
for his facts. There he met with 
the utmost limit of cordial co- 
operation, for these captains of 
finance realize as few other men 
can the exact state of America’s 
economic status in peace or war or 
other situations which might cut 
this country off from outside 
sources of supply. 

Secretary Redfield puts a decided 
damper on the prevalent notion 
that America is able to get along 
without the help of any other coun- 
try. It is true that America is 
more nearly self-sustaining than 
any other nation and probably 
could exist comfortably for a long 
period if shut off from importa- 
tions. 


Essentials Lacked. 


Yet America has deficiencies in 
natural or artifical resources which 
are very vital. Of these are tin, 
nickel, rubber and essential fibers. 
These factors touch the common 
life closely. As Secretary Redfield 
points out, more than 100. sub- 
stances necessary for national de- 
fense must be !mported from other 
countries. 

Rapid survey over the world 
products which come to America 
affords illuminating insight into the 
interdependence of nations. 

For instance, in the world war, if 
Germany had succeeded in stopping 
even temporarily, the author points 
out, the movement of manganese 
from Brazil to the United States or 
Great Britain, the effect upon the 


steel-making centers of Eng 
and America would have been em- 
barrassing.

Miss Masters, called the ‘‘all- 
American contralto,’’ because of 
her American birth, American par- 
entage and American training, is 
said by some critics to possess the 
‘‘most perfect product of a con- 
tralto voice in America.’ She has 
been on the concert stage for eight 
seasons. On her first big tour in 
1918, Hans Kronold, the celebrated 
cellist, accompanied. her as assist- 
ing artist. The pair were received 
enthusiastically in each of the 
twelve Southern cities on their cir- 
cuit. 


One of the most striking charac- 
teristics of this artist is her excep- 
tionally clear enunciation. It is 
said that a stenographer of aver- 
age ability could take down the 
words of her songs as they fall from 
her lips with comparative ease—a 
thing which can be said of all too 
few of our leading singers. 


In fact, for two seasons Miss 
Masters offered $50 to any three 
stenographers who could agree, 
after one of her concerts, that they

El Centro, Cal., May 15 (By A 
P.).—A new -use for gopher tails, 
in which gophers have no interest, 
has been found in the Imperial 
valley. 

The tails are becoming legal 
tender in many valley towns where 
a bounty of 10 cents a tail is paid 
by the county horticultural commis- 
sion. 

One man, a storekeeper near 
High Line, brought in 2,350 tails in 
one bundle. He said he had taken 
them in trade over his counter. 
Since the gopher extermination 
campaign began in the valley last 
June, more than 250,000 gophers 
have been killed and the ‘‘scalps’’ 
presented for cash.

Edwin H. Sands, State housing 
commissioner for Iowa, has collect- 
ed records which show that sanita- 
tion controls disease, even in war- 
fare. 

In the Mexican war, 2,731 men 
died from wounds, while 15,064 
died of disease. 

In four vears of the civil war, 
110,060 Union men died of wounds, 
whereas deaths by disease num- 
bered 239,874. 

During the Spanish-American 
war and the Philippine insurrec- 
tion, 701 died of wounds, while 
5,509 died from disease. This 
shows that disease was far more 
fatal than fighting. 

The conditions were.exactly re- 
versed in the late world struggle— 
49,706 Americans died of wounds, 
but disease killed only 23,451— 
even though a terrible flu epidemic 
swept the entire world. Better sani- 
tation caused the reduction in fa- 
talities from disease. 

While Mr. Sands gave great 
credit to the work of the medical 
corps, he pointed out that these 
same medical men are united in 
praise of the sanitary engineers and 
master plumbers, whose work sup- 
plied the pure water and safe dis- 
posal of sewage in our cantonments. 

This same health-protecting work 
of the master plumber and sani- 
tary engineer in the homes, the 
factorieg and public buildings makes 
the modern community possible. 
This gives a rather new view of 
the praiseworthy community serv- 
ice rendered by these men.

The valuable skyscraper district 
lying south of Thirty-fourth street, 
New York, has not required the 
services of a fire engine for more 
than fifteen years. 

Many years ago it was realized 
by city officials that the extraordi- 


nary congestion prevalent in that 
section of the city was making the 
efficient fighting of fires almost im- 
possible; and that the facilities for 
pumping water by fire engines were 
80 cumbersome as to be almost in- 
effectual in the case of a large con- 
flagration. 

The result was a decision to in- 
stall a network of approximately 
100 miles of high-pressure water 
mains, supplied from two central 
pumping stations. New York is the 
only city in the world so equipped, 
and city officials declare its value 
in protecting vast property values 
and human lives has been proved 
time and again. 

One of these pumping stations is 
located on the North river, and sup- 
plies the west side of the high- 
pressure zones; the other, of equal 
size, supplies the zone's eastern 
area. Each station contains elec- 
trically-driven motor pumps, with 
the necessary equipment for auto- 
matic and safe operation, each be- 
ing 800 horsepower and capable of 
delivering 3,000 gallons of water 
a minute under a pressure of 300 
pounds. Thus, it will be seen that

« The salt of the earth’? added to 
water in proper portions, makes an 
exceptionally good improvement in 
conductivity for ‘“‘grounds’’ where 
rods and pipes have been driven 
into the earth for use with radio 
receivers. 

An experiment conducted by en- 
gineers in the Crosley radio labora- 
tory showed that a strong solution 
of common table salt. about one 
pound to a gallon of water, poured 
in the immediate vicinity of the 
pipe or rod driven into earth, will 
give added conductivity. It is the 
conducting powers of the soil which 
surrounds the rods and pipes that 
makes radio “ground” connections 
good or bad. A dry ground is not 
as good as a wet one and the salt 
solution forms an electrolyte when 
mixed with the natural mineral 
salts of the earth. 

Dry earth is not a good conductor 
of electricity, while a wet ground 
is the ideal way to make a connec- 
tion when no other form, such as 
a water pipe in the home, is avail- 
able.

More Economical to Cook 
Vegetables for Week in 
Fireless Stove. — 


By SUSAN ELLEN DODGE. 
What to store and what not to 
store in the electric refrigerator is 
a question perplexing many of us. 
Though why it should is difficult 
to say. The answer is, of course, 
that we do not store anything in 
the “electric’’ which we would not 
store in the ice refrigerator. 
Canned goods and other staples, 
as every housewife knows, have 
absolutely no place in any refriger- 
ator, vet many seem to be utilizing 
the refrigerator space ‘with 
things, and are wasting consider- 
able amount of electricity to cool 
them which could be put to better 
use preserving perishable foods. 
The same thing is true of such 
vegetables as can be preserved as 
well, if not better, by storing in 
cool corner of pantry or kitchen. 
Besides preventing the storage of 
greater quantities of perishable 
foods, this bulk material over- 
crowds the refrigerator, reducing 
its cooling efficiency because of the 
hampered circulation of air. 


Store Only Perishables. 


In our home since the instal- 
lation of the electric we have been 
able to economize considerably on

the purchase of butter, eggs, cream, | 


cheese and perishable vegetables, 
by purchasing them in quantities 
large enough to last two to three 
weeks. The cream is bought in 
quantities to last several days, and 
stored in the electric refrigerator. 
This effects considerable saving. 
Eggs I usually purchase in six- 
dozen quantities and butter in five- 
pound lots. The butter, cheese and 
cream are stored in earthenware 
crocks and covered. 

Lettuce, celery, perishable vege- 
tables such as peas, beans and the 
like, are often stored, either cooked 
or uncooked, in the refrigerator. 
They remain green and fresh for a 
week or so, and when cooked will 
last even longer. If they are to 


be stored fresh, always wash them 
thoroughly so that none of the field 
insects may remain in or on them 
and be permitted to enter other 
foods. They are stored in large 


porcelain crocks and placed in the 
refrigerator uncovered. 


Cooking Week’s I’ood. 


In summer, however, I find it 
much more convenient to cook the 
entire week’s supply of vegetables 
at one time in the electric fireless 
cooker, which cuts down the cook- 
ing time of each meal throughout 
the week. The cooked vegetables 


| are cooled, placed in chilled crocks,

and before they go into the refriger- 
ator. Pineapple, I always cut up 
or shred, sugar and then store. 
While it does not last as long as it 


'would if left whole and in skin, it 


tastes better than when freshly cut. 
Besides, one pineapple, even in the 
smallest families, will not last long 
enough to spoil. 

I keep no smoked meats in my 
refrigerator, because I find they 
last just as well when hung up in 
the cellar cold stores closet. And 
fresh meat I never buy in larger 
quantities than will be sufficient 
for two days. In this way, while 
my refrigerator effects fairly large 
economy in purchasing perishable 
foods in larger quantities than 
would otherwise be possible, it is 
never permitted to be overcrowded,

1,500,000 New Customers 
Have Been Added Dur- 
ing Last Year.

MAMMOTH ELECTRIC 
LINER’S KEEL IS LAID 


$21,000,000 Vessel Will Ply 
Between New York 


and California. 


The keel of the first large pas- 
senger ship ever designed for elec- 
tric prepulsion was laid recently 
at the plant of the Newport News 
Shipbuilding & Dry Dock Co., 
Newport News, Va. This vessel, 
which will be the largest commer- 
cial craft ever built in the United 
States, will be the first of three 
sister ships, and will cost in the 
neighborhood of $21,000,000. The 
vessel will enter the New York-to- 
California passenger trade in 1927. 

The new liner will be 601 feet 
8 inches long, 80 feet beam, 
and will have a speed of 17 knots. 
Oil burners will furnish steam to 
two 9,000 horse-power General 
Electric turbine generators, which 
in turn will furnish the electricity 
for driving the motors connected 
to the two propellers. 


Huge Turbine Generator Planned. 


The largest electric turbine gen- 
erator is now being made by the 
General Electric Co. for the Chi- 
cago Commonwealth Edison Co. It 
will weigh 2,000,000 pounds, and 
will furnish light enough to op- 
erate 3,600,000 25-watt lamps. It 
would also light a string of 10-watt 
lamps, hanging 200 feet apart, 
from here to moon.

Dr. Ernest Barker, principal of 
King’s College, London, told the 
Conference of the Central Council 
of the Association of University 
teachers that in his opinion Scot- 
land’s high percentage of college 
students is due to its educational 
tradition, while in the United States | 
social vogue. 

Germany has one university stu- | 
dent to every 600 persons, and Dr. 
Barker said this high average is 
due to the concentration in the

Water won't hurt the finish of a 
car any more than it will hurt the 
surface of the human body. No 
wise cracks now. 


When the car is to be washed the 
first thing to do is to remove as 
much of the dust as fs possible with 
a light wool duster. But above all, 
do not wipe off the dirt, as this 
operation rubs the dirt and grit 
into the varnish and destroys the 
high luster. Use clean, clear water 
in Washing a car—a running stream 
with only enough pressure behind 
it to keep it flowing. A sponge and 
chamois should also be used—but 
be properly used. Keep them drip- 
ping wet all the time and rinse 
them out every few minutes s0 as 
to prevent grit and dirt adhering to 
the sponge or chamois.

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Andree, With Balloon, First to Essay Task Recently Completed by Byrd 

and Amundsen, the One in an Amplane and the Other in a Dingible. 

Short Time Required Great Contrast With Months of Hardships Exxperi- 
enced by the Earlier Explorers, Who Used Dog Sleds Overland. 


By LEROY WHITMAN. 


HE north pole, loadstone of the 
adventurer, siren of the 
scientist, has been conquered 
for the second time by an 
American. 

Commander Byrd, crossing 
the top of the world for the first time in 
an airplane, attained in just 15 hours 
and 51 minutes the coveted geographical 
latitude reached by his American prede- 
cessor, Admiral Peary, seventeen years 
ago in the course of a 429-day trip. 

The American fliers, Byrd and his 
pilot, Bennett, sailed over hallowed 
xround, a virtual battlefield gory with 
the blood of sterling explorers, a crystal 
sarcophagus encasing tightly in its icy 
grip the bodies of brave men who dared 
struggle with it for the secrets it holds. 

Somewhere in the vast region 
skimmed over by Byrd the arctic im- 
prisons grim relics of another pilot who 
had faith in the air route to the pole. 
And it may even be that a phantasma- 
vorical balloon piloted by a_ spectra! 
image of Solomon August Andree 
cuided the young American on his way. 

Andree was a Swedish aeronaut and 
explorer who conceived a bold plan of 
going to the pole by air. Admirably 
fitted for the task as well by his 
thorough knowledge of the then young 
subject of aeronautics as by his famil- 
larity of the North gained when he 
was a member of the Swedish interna- 
tional polar expedition of 1882-83, An- 
dree pondered long over the project be- 
fore he finally laid his plans before the 
Academy of Sciences early in 1895. 

Swedish leaders were not backward in 
coming to the support of the novel ex- 
pedition. Approximately $36,000 was 
raised by natiesrabsiwescription in a few 
davs, Oscar, the King of Sweden, per-

Strindberg and Fraenkel, climbed into 
the basket-work and wooden car, cut the 
lineseand floated away. Swept by the 
wind over the mountainous island of 
Vogelsang at a height of 1,500 feet, the 


balloon, bearing the name “Ornen”’ or 
Eagle, disappeared below the horizon 
out of the sight of onlookers, never 
again to be seen. 

A number of buoys carried by the 
“Ornen” were found, two of them bear- 
ing messages dated the day of departure 
giving briefly the progress of the big 
bag. A carrier pigeon brought what is 
considered the last authentic news of 
the men. It was a brief note: 

“July 13th, 12:30 p. m., 82 degrees 
2 minutes north latitude, 15 degrees 5 
minutes east longitude. Good journey 
eastward, 10 degrees south. All goes 
well on board. This is the fourth mes- 
sage by pigeon. Andree.” 

Reports that the balloon was sighted 
65 days later in Siberia were discredited 
when compared with the fact that the 
balloon had a flotation life of only 30 
days. Nevertheless the truth or falsity 
of the reports do not alter the fact that 
Andrée and his companions have never 
been seen since and that somewhere in 
that mysterious 1,000,000 square miles 
of ice and snow is a balloon of over 170,- 
100 cubic feet capacity that may or may 
not have reached the pole, but that did 
fail to bring to the courageous Andree 
realization of his dreams of scientific en- 
lightenment. 

Though Andree was by far the most 
conspicious of the early balloonists to 
harbor polar ambitions he was not the 
first to give the plan thought. Wilfrid 
de Fonvieille, French aeronaut, as early 
as 1879 wrote in Paris an intricate opin- 
ion on “The Best Manner of Preparing 
Balloons for Use in Polar Regions.” 
Fonvieille, who incidently put his 


science to good practice by escaping in 
a balloon during the seige of Paris, 
deemed the balloon admirably fitted to 
explore the polar regions and it may be 
that his thoughts on the subject swayed 
Andree. | 
Some years later it was that Walter 
Wellman, newspaper man and explorer, 
announced that he would fly over the 
of the world. In 1884 Wellman was 
Washington correspondent of a Ch 


paper. Then years after that he set out 


for the north pole in his ship Ragnvald 
Jarl, but the ice crushed his vessel. He 
later renewed his efforts and made im- 
portant discoveries.

ELLMAN became convinced of the 
soundness of the air route and, 
undeterred by the disastrous ending of 
the Andree expedition, set about 
making elaborate preparations for a 
polar flight. In 1906 he went to Spitz- 


bergen for the announced purpose of 
making a balloon flight. He did not 
leave the ground, however, explaining 
that the trip was postponed because of 
the lateness of the season. 

In 1907 he again went to Spitzbergen 
with the America, a specially construct- 
ed dirigible balloon built in Paris. But 
this attempt got no further than his 
first, Wellman announcing that the trip 
was abandoned because of unfavorable 
weather. 

The failure of the balloon as a means 
of arctic exploration did not shake the 
faith in the air route, for with the de- 
velopment of the heavier-than-air type 
new advocates began to come forth. 

In 1922 Roald Amundsen, veteran 
explorer of both polar regions, discov- 
erer of the south pole, and the first to 
make the northwest passage from Eu- 
rope to Alaska, organized an expedition 
which planned to drift in his ship, the 
Maude, from a point near Wrangell 
island across the north pole to the 
Greenland sea and also to make an air- 
plane dash over the pole. 

The next year Amundsen made a test 
flight the results of which led him to 
give up the idea for a time, at least, and 
to postpone the first heavier-than-air 
flight until 1925. 

So, May 21, 1925, the Amundsen-Ells- 
worth polar flight expedition, financed 
by Lincoln Ellsworth, an American, and 
flying the Norwegian flag, took off from 
Kings Bay, Spitzbergen. Two Dornier- 
Wal all metal flying boats, built in tlaly, 
were used. 

For eight hours the two planes flew 
steadily and would have reached the 
pole, it was calculated, but for strong 
head winds. Then with gasoline half 
gone and their position undetermined,

Amundsen came to the conclusion 
that the heavier-than-air type was not 


suited for arctic work. Commander 
MacMillan last summer reached the 
same conclusion. Neither of these opin- 
ions shook the conviction of Byrd, who 
is a firm advocate of the type and stuck 
to his determination to make the pole in 
the heavier-than-air machine. 

Strangely enough it was Amundsen, 
awaiting an opportune time to take off 
with his airship the Norge, who was the 
first to greet the American fliers when 
they emerged from the frozen mists last 
Sunday after accomplishing what he had 
deemed not feasible. 

Members of the United States navy 
have made records for themselves: in 
the North before the advent of Byrd 
and in the early part of the nation’s 
history. In that frozen region trans- 
versed by the fliers is another grim spot 
connected with Byrd by that bond 
which binds together members of the 
United States navy. It is the spot 
where Commander George Washington 
DeLong and all but three of his party 


Then followed a terrible period. 
Boats floundered, more men became ill, 
more ice formed, game and food failed. 


At length DeLong housed himself and 
ten men in the Ambler and: sent two 
men in search of relief. 

March 23, 1882, G. W. Melville, chief 
engineer of the expedition, found the 
bodies of the men, thus bringing to an 
end another chronicle of the courage 
and determination of members of the 
United States navy. 

American sympathy led an earlier 
naval man, Lieut. E. J. DeHaven, to risk 
his life in the Far North. 

Sir John Franklin had died off the 
northwest coast of King William land 
in June, 1847. Nothing having been 
heard of the explorer approximately 40 
expeditions were made between the 
years 1847 and 1857. Five of these 
went out in the spring of 1851, two or- 
ganized by the British admiralty, one 
by the British citizens, another by Lady 
Franklin and one by American citizens 
and government. 

Lieut. DeHaven was in this expedition

Here difficulty was experienced, for 
the explorers lost sight of each other, 
and though but 3 miles apart, once they 
were down the vast, rough ice field kept 
them apart for five days. In this pe- 
riod the ice closed down upon them, 
crushing the plane piloted by Ellsworth 
and necessitating the laborious and slow 
task of digging Amundsen’s plane from 
the ice. a e

Skillful piloting saved the Jeanette 
from the terrorizing crush of the ice. A 
year passed in the course of which De- 
Long discovered an island which he 
named Jeanette. Finally, with sick and 
crippled men aboard, DeLong started 
south for the New Siberian islands. 
Bennett island was reached and: sup- 
plies gleaned from its hills. 
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in charge of the Advance. Accompany- 
ing him were S. P. Griffin in the Res- 
cue with the renowned E. K. Kane as 
fleet surgeon. 

William Penny, in the Lady Frank- 
lin, found three graves and a few scat- 
tered articles. Strong gales and the 
biting cold froze in DeHaven’s portion 
of the expedition after he had decided to 
return home. The American squadron, 
tight in the middle of Wellington chan- 
nel, drifted northward. They discovered 
Murdaugh island and an extensive terri- 
tory which they called Grinnell. This 
discovery, however, was contested. 

For 1,050 miles and for a period of 
eight months the Americans drifted. 
Everything went wrong,  privation 
gnawed at them, monotony and uncer- 
tainty combined to bring about a fearful 
state of mind. 

July came with warmer weather, 
freed the ships and relieved the men. 
But DeHaven gave up the search and 
returned to the United States Septem- 
ber 30, 1851. 

It was a United States navy man, 
Rear Admiral Robert Edwin Peary, who 
made the first successful journey to 
the north pole. He returned Septem- 
ber 6, 1909, to civilization and told the 
world that he had “nailed the Stars and 
Stripes to the north pole.”’ Behind that 
announcement lay a tale of suffering and 
want borne by Americans in a peaceful 
conquest. 

: 2s * * 
EARY left this country in the sum- 
mer of 1908. With him were Com- 


mander Goodsell, Prof. Donald MecMil- 
lan, Prof. Ross G. Marvin, George 
Borup, Matthew Henson, a colored at- 
tendant, and Capt. R. A. Bartlett and 
the crew of the steamer Roosevelt. 

Quarters were built at Cape Sheridan 
from where stores were forwarded to 
Cape Columbia on the northern shore 
of Grant land. Here the trip to the pole 
actually started. | 

Seventeen Eskimos, 133 dogs and 19 
sledges were with him in addition to the 
above-named when the long trip started. 
Qne by one the men were forced to re- 
turn. Dr. Goodsell, in command of the 
first supporting party, was the first to 
go. Then McMillan’s feet became frost- © 
bitten and he, too, turned back. Borup, 
leader of the second supporting party, 
was sent back. 

After reaching a point beyond the 
records of Cagni and Nansen, the shift- 
ing ice gave way and Marvin, just about 
to return, was drowned. 

Winds came heavily. Capt. Bartlett 
turned southward. Peary was left 
alone with Henson, four Eskimos and 
food for 40 days. 

Girding himself for the final test 
Peary started on April 1 for the final 
dash. Observation after observation 
was made until at last the long sought- 
for reading was obtained on April 6, 
1909. 

Flags moe raised and the pole claim- 
ed for the United States. For 30 hours 
the party stayed in the vicinity of the 
pole making observations and taking 
photographs. Little did they realize 
that one of Peary’s followers in the 
United States navy would make the en- 
tire trip to the pole and back in half 
the time that they spent on the spot. 

Favorable conditions aided the return 
trip to Cape Columbia from where the ~ 
men returned to the United States with 
valuable scientific data. : | 

Then came the Cook incident. Peary’s 


claim to have been the first at the north __ 


pole was disputed by Dr. Cook, but — 4 
finally the latter’s claim was discredited — 
returning the laurels to Peary.

NOVEL INVENTIONS 
TO Lift fae.(S-51 


In attempting the tremendous task of rais- 
ing the submarine S-51, rammed and sunk off 
Block island on the New England coast last 
September, the Navy Department is undertak- 
ing one of the most daring and ingenious sal- 
vage operations in maritime history; for the 
rusty hulk of the fighting machine les fast 
in sticky clay at the bottom of the ocean 

under 130 feet of water. 

The plan of salvage. as evolved by Lieut. 
Comdr. Edward Ellsberg, of the construction 
corps, after months of study, calls for meth- 
ods and apparatus never before tried. One

Duchess Marie of Russia, cousin of 
the late czar, who found that the 
jewels she had carried 
from the burning pal- 
ace of St. Petersburg 
would not last forever. 
So she promptly went 
to work in a factory 
making embroidered 
garments and _ toiled 
over a sewing machine 
until she knew the 
business. Being an 6x- 
pert needlewoman like 
all Russian women of 
rank, the Grand Duch- 
ess Marie soon mas- 
tered her craft. 


She had been the 
wife of Prince William, 
son of the King of Sweden, 
but the life at court did not 
satisfy her thirst for ac- 
tion. She wanted her 
freedom and came to Paris. 
During the war she fol- 
lowed her brother, Grand 
Duke Dimitri, as an ordi- 
nary nurse, working among 
the wounded and dying on 
the battlefields like any 
other good Samaritan and 
claiming no recognition ex- 
cept that of merit. 


In Paris she found what 
she wanted, a chance to 
work and help her own 
countrymen. So she set 
out methodically and after 
completion of her appren- 
ticeship in the embroidery 
factory started a shop of her own in 
the Rue Montaigne. Her last diamond paid 
for setting her up in business. Marie put 
everything on one card. She was unafraid 
and relied wholly on her energy and artistic 
inspiration. And from the start her business 
was a SUCCESS. 


She sold her first design to a big dress- 
maker and sodn orders camevin with every 
mail. Everything she did was original in 
composition and color. Her skill was con- 
ceded by all to be remarkable. And now the 
Grand Duchess Marie has made good. She 
employs 84 people and furnishes her delicate 
wares to most of the famous dressmaking 
establishments of Paris and London.

In June I am arranging a big 
benefit concert for them at the Madeleine. | 
hope it will bring a lot of money. Love alone 
won't do it.’’ 

Princess Lucien Murat, who was born a 
Princess de Rohan-Chabot, was the next one 
to upset the traditions of her race. The 
Rohans are one of the most illustrious fami- 
lies of France, descending from the kings and 
dukes of Brittany, one of whom, Alain ‘the 
First, built the Chateau de Josselin, the pres- 
in the year 1087. Another 
forebear, Alain IX, was the grandfather of 
Francois I, King of France, and still another 
was the great Cardinal de Roban, who figured

rie Antoinette.

Fairbairn in the May St. Nicholas. Then 
after jets of live steam blow moisture and 
disinfectants throughout tha mass of fluff, 
to kill germs and odors, the fluff is allowed 
to. settle for a while in a heated room, to dry 
out.. After drying out, the fluff is again 
sucked up by a current of air and, streaming 
omward, leaves behind the: dirt and heavy 
quills. | 

Next comes;the grading according to de- 


grees of softness. Difficult as this would be 
if done by hand, piece by piece, it becomes 
both easy and very accurate when the force 
of gravity is made use of, for the fluffy 
feathers, blown out from a spout into a large 
inclosed space, settle in regular order by 
weight, the heaviest first, thus making it 
possible to fill.the pillow sacks with feathers 
of any desired grade of softness.

The following day, when he began to re- 
gain a little of his power of speech, he was 
found to be suffering from loss of memory— 
what medical science knows as amnesia. He 
could not recall his name, or where he lived, 
or the fact that he was to have been married 
a few days before. He had no recollection of 
where he had wandered or what he had been 
doing since the day when he vanished from 
the sight of his friends. 

The physicians do not think Bedford’s case 
a hopeless one, but they say it will be many 
months and perhaps years before he is re- 
stored to anything like his normal mentality.

They are unable to forecast what will hap- 
pen because they have never had to deal with 
a case quite like William Bedford’s. This is 
the first instance on record where a young 
woman’s fascination over a Man has been so 
great and the responsibility of winning her 
so overwhelming that he has been driven out 
of his senses. 

The wedding that had to be so tragically 
called off was the result of an earlfer ro- 
mance in which Hannah Tulip became in- 
volved when she was only 10 years old.

[TO PRESERVE INDIAN RUINS 
_|OF THE GRAND CANYON |

To preserve the homes of the prehistoric 
Indians of the Grand canyon area, Dr. J. 
Walter Fewkes, chief of the bureau of eth- 
nology, under the Smithsonian institution, 
has left Washington for a summer’s work in 
Arizona. He will concentrate his attention 
on ‘the Wupatki National monument near 
Flagstaff. This contains the best preserved 
ruins and the highest standing walls of any 
in tentral Arizona. : 

In the morning of the world the first In- 
dians emerged out of the depths of the earth 
through the chasm of the Grand canyon. 
They spread to their allotted places on the 
earth and built their homes. Last of all 
came the Hopi, so that their homes were 
nearest the canyon. So runs the Hopi legend 
to explain man’s origin and account for such 

ruins’ as that at Wupatki. 
" Wapatki was probably inhabited when 
a CAesar ruled at Rome. It is composed of a 
bi cluster of houses, the largest of which con- 
' tains three stories. The walls of these build- 
ings are a striking monument to the crafts- 
- manship of these builders of thousands of 
E years-ago. They are constructéd of a filling 
- faced on both sides with slabs of dressed 
4 stone, often more or less artificially worked. 
- But,-as in the construction of all prehistoric 
‘masonry in the Southwest, some of the first 
| priticiples of the craft—-for instance, binding 
the gfones at the corners--are neglected. 
“Dr, Fewkes proposes to restore the largest 


these_ancient.houses50 thatit will have 


the same appearance as when its inhabitants 
deserted it. The stones will be laid in adobe 
as was the custom in pueblo dwellings, and 
the interior will be plastered with adobe dec- 
orated with red’ pigment. The fireplace will 
be restored and large logs will be laid across 
the top of the walls to support the roof of 
willow twigs, cedar bark and clay. 

The bureau of American ethnology, under 
the Smithsonian, has spent years on the study 
of the various ruins in the Southwest. Dr. 
Fewkes first described Wupatki in 1900 and 
recommended that the ruins be preserved as 
a national monument, which was done in 
1925. 

As the leading authority on the Hopi In- 
dians, Dr. Fewkes has been asked, in con- 


junction with his trip, to collaborate in the 
preservation of some of the songs of this 
tribe. 
songs of which phonograph records are to be 
made. From 1890 to 1895 Dr. Fewkes lived 
with the Hopi Indians to study their customs, 
language and beliefs, and he was the first 
white man to be initiated into the mysteries 
of the famous snake dance.

WAR-TIME DEBTS 


The United States has dealt with thirteen 
war-time debts. Besides the two small debts 
of Armenia and Greece, there remains the 
small Russian debt, but it is dropped out of 
consideration for the present, since there is 


no indication that the soviet government is 
ready to recognize the obligation. On these 
thirteen national debts, approximately a 
principal sum of $10,000,000,000, the debt 
funding commission at Washington has ar- 
ranged far payments over a period of 62 


vears, running to some $22,000,000,000. At 
the same time the United States will have to 
pay next year in interest on these ten bil- 
lions, borrowed from its citizens and loaned 
to the allies during the war and early re- 
construction period, about twice as much as 
the total amount (about $210,000,000) 
which it wilk receive from abroad. This 
hardly looks like usury.—Edlitorial in The 
Outlook.

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How the Luckless “Lifer” Is 
Being Returned to the Horrors

MONG the 340 convicts that teft 
the French port of St. Martin-de- 


Re for the dreaded penal colony 
of Devil’s Island was one who had peen 
there before. He was Marius D’Haelle- 
court, a costermonger, who had been 
recognized as an escaped “‘lifer”’ after he 
had served in the war and covered him- 
self with glory as a fighter and patriot. 

The story of this man’s experiences 
is one that illustrates the terrible con- 
ditions on the Island of Living Death. 
In 190L this man was sentenced for 
theft to seven years at hard labor in 
French Guiana. He was sent over that 
same year and should have been liber- 
ated normally.in 1908. But on arriving he 
was at once set to work on the ‘“‘road,’’ that 
pestilential trail of death that cuts right 
across the fever marshes of the island. 

In the last 50 years more than 60.000 con- 
victs have worked upon this road—and per- 
ished. Only one in a hundred returns to 
civilization. The rest of them go to ‘‘the 
bamboo,” which is the term used for the 
rough burial places among the jungle. This 
road is now about 14 miles loyg. It is a 
narrow stretch of crushed rock &" the midst 
of a wilderness of “pri-pri’ land, or swamp, 
and rotting vegetation, 


Kvery mile or so is a half-demented con- 
vict, usually covered with bleeding ulcers, 
doling out wormy meat rations. Swarms of 
vicious flies cover the meat—to protect it 
from the dust, the convitts says-with grim 
humor—but they eat it, glad to get it any- 
how. : 

And at the end of the road, 
wooded morass and the 
Savannah brush was Marius with hundreds 
of others. Every one of them has ‘the dis- 
ease,”’ a mysterious illness that makes men 
drop to the ground and moan like poisoned 
dogs. Marius stood it four years. Then he 
tried to get away. He was caught and after 
a month of solitary confinement in irons was 
sent back to “‘the road” with an additional 
two years tacked on to his original sentence. 

Now the French law provides that any man 
sentenced to more than seven years of hard 
labor must remain for the rest of his life in 
the penal colonies under the supervision of

the government. He is given a hut to sleep 
in and work to do, but he may never return 
to civilization. 

Marius knew this, of course, and thought 
of nothing but escape. <A second attempt was 
successful. That was in 1913. He managed 
to get over to Brazil, where he worked as a 
woodcutter. A year later he made his way 
over to Hamburg on board a German 
freighter. He got there just as the war broke 
out, 

Under an alias he crossed the frontier and 
joined an infantry regiment at Nancy. We 
wanted to fight for his country. There wasn't 
a braver man in the company than Albert Vie, 
which was the name he assumed, using the 
papers of a deserter he had met on the road 
from Hamburg to France and who had given 
him his papers. In 1915 he was recommend- 
ed for bravery and was promoted to the rank 
of corporal. 

Unfortunately for him, the military author- 
ities looked up his record at Nancy and found 
that the real Albert Vie had died after desert- 
ing from the army. Marius was tried before 
the conseil de guerre of the 124th division 
on the charge of impersonating a French sol- 
dier and sentenced to the working battalion 
of North Africa. But his conduct in Sidi-Bel- 
Abbes was such that eighteen months later he 
was reinstated in his old regiment and sent 
back to the front. 

Again he fought and distinguished himself 
for bravery on several occasions. When the 
war came to an end he:took up the trade of a 
costermonger in the Halles district of Paris.

NEXT BATTLE AT SEA

Some idea of the tremendous part elec- 
tricity will play in ‘‘the next war’ at sea may 
be gained from the fact that if any one of 
the nine dreadnaughts in Uncle Sam’s battle 
fleet should connect its electrical mains to

loday the radio of Uncle Sam’s forces can 
not be jammed. Special ‘‘selector-rejector’”’ 
devices on every vessel weed out interference. 
Communication between ships and air forces 
is carried on in code with extremely low-pow- 
ered radio apparatus. In action, the entire 
fate of the warships and planes rests on the 
skill and accuracy of radio operators. 

Of vital importance, too, is the electrical 
listening apparatus mounted in the hulls of 
all submarines, destroyers, light cruisers and 
battleships. With amazing accuracy these de- 
vices not only detect the distance of another 
ship, but give information from which the 
type of the ship can be determined. They 
make it comparatively easy for scouting planes 
to pick up an enemy fleet, even at night. 


High and Low Powered Men. 


Some people are born with more man-power 


than others, just as some automohiles are 
made with more horsepower than others, ac- 
cording to Dr. Max Seham, of the University 
of Minnesota. He declares, says Popular 
Science Monthly, that you should not expect 
a half-man-power man to do as much work 
as a whole-man-power-individual.

At the bottom of the hold are four tiers 
of cells and two large bagnios secured with 
stout steel bars.

Each. pris- 
oner is entitled to two blankets. <A central 
space is reserved for the guards who watch 
the convicts in relays night and day. 


Precautions against a geieral uprising are 
very ingenius. They consist simply of a de- 
vice not unlike the steam rooms in a Turkish 
bath. Each bagnio is fitted up with pipes 
leading directly to the big. boilers. If the 
convicts try to ‘‘start something,’’ the hot 
steam is immediately turned on. The scald- 
ing process proves very efficacious. Some- 
how, the convicts quickly listen to reason once 
the steam is on. 

Those that persevere, the so-called ‘strong 
heads,’”’ are placed for solitary meditation in 
‘low, nafrow, short cells’’ of sheet iron until 
they are congenial again. There are about 
80 armed guards on board the Martiniere un- 
der the command of Capt. Grenet. 

‘During the first few days of the journey,”’ 
said Capt. Grenet, ‘‘there are always a few 
lessons to be taught. The convicts’ must 


realize that they can not oppose discipline.’ 


We cook everything with steam. Six convicts 
eat out of one plate and if there are fights 
among them we quickly step in and make 
them behave.

YOUNG GOLFERS NAMED 
TO DEFEND WALKER CUP 


American boyhood has been paid an un- 
usually high compliment by the United States 
Golf association—the body that governs golf 
in America, writes William D. Richardson in 
the May St. Nicholas. Viewing the situation in 
another light, American boyhood has earned 
an unusual compliment at the hands of the 
United States Golf association. 


Of the eight players selected for the Walker 
cup team to represent this broad land of ours 
in the international golf competition at St. 
Andrews, Scotland, this spring, American boy- 
hood has contributed two—Roland Macken- 
zie, of the’ city of Washington, 19 years old, 
and Watts Gunn, of Atlanta, Ga., 20. To the 
former goes the unique distinction ‘of being 
the youngest player of the royal and ancient 
game ever chosen for an international team. 

Considering the fact that there are thous- 
ands of golfers in America, perhaps two hun- 
dred of them good enough to be eligible to 
play in the national championships, and that 
two more or less recent holders of the cham- 
pionship—Chick Evans and Max. Marston—- 
were left off the team to provide room for 
Mackenzie and Gunn, the tribute paid to the 
boyhood of America and to two of its repre- 
sentatives becomes all the more evident. June 
2 and 3, then, will be great days for the 
youngsters, for on those days their standard 
bearers, Mackenzie and Gunn, will be waging 
battle in America’s behalf over the historic St. 
Andrews links. 

The annals of golf may be vainly searched 
from beginning to end for a case to parallel 
the rise of Roland Mackenzie and Watts 
Gunn.

Our Billion-Dollar Boarders | 


Of the hundred and more insect pests of 
first importance that the American farmer to- 
day has to board and lodge at a cost of be- 
tween one and two billions of dollars a year, 
hardly a dozen are native to the United States, 
writes William Johnston Maddox in the May 
St. Nicholas. In one way or another each 
found its way here, tagging at the heels of 


civilization, and took up its abode in our gar- 
dens, fields or orchards. Some came from Eu- 
rope, some from Japan and China, with a 
sprinkling from other parts of the world. 

Somewhere in the broad confines of the 
United States, with its great variety of crops, 
there was a food and climate that just suited 
each one. A few of the less particular turned 
to and began devouring everything in sight. 
Indeed it would be a very fastidious bon vi- 
vant that couldn’t find a congenial board and 
lodging here. In their home countries many 
of these immigrants were modest enough; 
but by some strange metamorphosis, once they 
had gained a foothold in their new habitat, 
they suddenly caught the spirit of freedom 
and developed the most ferocious traits and 
appetities. 

And the discouraging part of it to the far- 
mer is the prospect of having his guests with 
him permanently. For they are here to stey. 
Economic entomologists as much as admit 
this, and experience proves it. Even holding 
them in check, while agriculture gradually ad- 
justs itself to the new conditions, is looked 
upon as a notable accomplishment. 

Many farmers, especially truck and fruit 
growers, look back wistfully to the good old 
days on father’s farm when the fear of insect 
pests was virtually unknown. Today it’s 
spray, spray, spray from the beginning of the 
growing season to the harvest. In fact, fight- 
ing insect pests has become one of the most 
urgent and expensive of farm operations. And 
the best the farmer can hope to do is to snatch 


ial 


enough of a crop from their voracious jaws to 
make his work profitable. 

It was not until 1912 that our national 
legislators heeded the pleas of entomologists 


and gave the country a plant-quarantine law. 
This created the Federal horticultural board, 
which is charged with the task of keeping out 
foreign insect pests and diseases likely to in- 
jure American crops. 

Since the board has been in existence no 
important insect pest is known to have gained 
entry. But enough got in while Congress fid- 
died to give the farmer all the trouble he 
cares to cope with at present. 

Probably the most notorious of these for- 
eigners is the boll weevil of cotton. Just a 
few years before the plant-quarantine law 
was enacted he made his appearance in Texas, 
having come across from Mexico. Today his 
progeny is in virtually every part of the cot- 
ton belt. Their annual board bill is estimated 
at well over $200,000,000, with no prospect 
of areduction. The other great enemy of cot- 
ton, the pink boll worm, also came from over 
the Rio Grande. Thus far Congress has ap- 
propriated about $2,500,000 for controlling it. 
Fifteen years ago this insect made its appear- 
ance in the cotton fields of Egypt. Today it 


has spread to every cotton-producing country 
in the world. 


Smaller Engines for Autos. 


Smaller engines, normally strong enough 
to run a motor car only on a level, but re- 
inforced by a supercharger powerful enough 
to take it up the steepest hill, will soon be 
used generally on automobiles, according to 
G. R. Short, of General Motors. Such en- 
gines, he says in Popular Science Monthly, 
have been used successfully on airplanes and 
racing automobiles, and should be practi- 
cable in reducing the production cost of 
trucks and pleasure cars.

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The Bird of High-Priced Eggs. 


Recently the newspaper heralded the laying 
of an egg valued at $750 at the zoological 
park at Washington, D. C., and the producer 
of this high-priced basis for an omelet was a 


California condor, of which three are in cap- 
tivity there. To one who reads between the 
lines grim tragedy appears. The value of 
that egg is the evidence of how near to pass- 
ing is the largest of North American birds of 
the air. Time was when this great member 
of the vulture family, magnificent in its spread 
of wings of from nine to eleven feet, was not 
an uncommon sight in its native habitat; but 
today it is so rare that it seems but a matter 
of a few years when its race must pass out to 
join the innumerable host of the extinct. 

The pity of it is that man is responsible. 
directly and without excuse, for the passing 
of the California condor, the only condor we 
have in North America, by the very nature of 
its being beneficial to man rather than other- 
wise. In other words, it is a scavenger. It 
does not attack living creatures. No charge 
of lamb stealing can be brought against it, as 
in the case of the golden eagle. There has 
never been a reason why the hand of man 
should be turned against it. But it has been, 
< perhaps I should say, the rifle of man has 

een. 

In the early days of the California gold 
rush this great bird presented too tempting 
a mark for the man who boasted of his skill 
with the rifle. Then, too, I suspect there were 
those among the early settlers of California 
who, knowing nothing of the true character 
of the bird, killed on general principles, as- 
suming that because it appeared like a bird of 
prey it must be a bird of prey; just as farm- 
ers today shoot a hawk because it is a hawk, 
regardless of whether or not it is guilty or 
ever has been guilty of taking his chickens. 

But the great disaster came with the stock- 
men and their efforts to destroy the coyote 
timber wolf and other vermin by means of 
poisoned baits. Numbers of these were picked 
up by the condors with fatal results. So it 
has come to pass that this great bird of the 
air is actually threatened with extinction. 
The birds have but one egg in a season and 
this, of course, has tended to keep the in- 
crease down 

William “me Finley, the Oregon naturalist, 
and Herman T. Bohlman, working together 
some years ago, made what fs probably the 
only photographic life history of this bird. 
The bird is shown from the egg up to the ‘age 
of six months, when it was practically full 
grown. At the same time wonderful photo- 
graphs of the parent birds in the freedom of 
their mountain fastness were secured, one of 
which is shown herewith. During the many 
visits to the nest for the purpose of making 
these photographs it was discovered that 
these sreat birds were of a most gentle dis- 
position.’ But the condor is passing, even as 
the passenger pigeon, the great auk and 
others have already passed within the mem- 
ory of men now living. Oh, the pity of it!

Did This Little Buck Reason? 


There has come to me a letter out of the 
heart of the North woods, where on the first 
of April the snow still lay four feet deep.

One of the best known 
of these is the painted turtle, the one with 
the under part of the shell all yellow, while 
the upper shell is dark olive brown or black. 

The head 
is black, striped with yellow. The neck and 
limbs are striped with red. It is one of the 
most frequently seen of the dwellers of the 
Smiling Pool. 

So many have asked me what to feed cap- 
tive turtles that I'll take this opportunity to. 
suggest a proper food list. In a wild state 
they eat aquatic insects, tadpoles, smal) fishes 
In captivity they will rel- 
ish earthworms, soft-bodied insect larvae, 
chopped fish and chopped raw beef, But re- 


member that this must be given them in the 
water. Lettuce leaves will be relished. 


The Omnivorous Cricket. 


Speaking of eating, | wonder how many are 
aware that crickets are inclined to be om- 
nivorous and at times can be quite destructive. 
A. M. Manely, a member of the league from 
Massachusetts, has this to say: ‘‘Crickets are 
very destructive. They eat the mortar between 
bricks and cement blocks and have been seen 
doing it on this farm. They will eat anything 
silk or woolen. They even ate the hearth rug 
of a friend of mine, who until then loved to 
have a cricket on the hearth. A man of my ac- 
quaintance laid his coat over some low bushes 
and was surprised to find it riddled with holes 
eaten by crickets.’’ 

Mr. Manley was right as to the destructive- 
ness of crickets, for, according to the Smith- 
sonian institution, they will eat anything 
edible, including each other on occasions. 
But Mr. Manley was wrong in regard to the 
mortar. They do not eat that, but if it is dis 
integrating they will dig it out to form hiding 
places for themselves, and probably this is 
what he discovered them doing. 


Naturalist’s Question Box. 


‘Is it true that a bird called a plover travels 
from Newfoundland to Brazil without stop- 
ping? Where is its summer home?’’ inquires 
Mrs. D. W. Weast. 

The bird you have in mind is the golden 
plover, which breeds on the arctic tundra, or 
sub-arctic regions, winters in South America, 
as far down as Patagonia. When migrating it 
leaves the coast of Labrador and does not 
touch land again until it reaches South 
America, a distance of some two thousand 
miles. This bird was once very widely dis- 
tributed, but in the days when game was sold 
openly in the markets its numbers were great- 
ly reduced by the market hunters, 

Mrs. George H. Aldrich writes that a queer 
creature which, she thinks, must be a lizard 
was drawn up from the barn well. It was 
about six inches long and covered with large 
yellow spots. She asks what kind of a lizard 
it was.

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The Prayer Rugs of Ghiordes and Kulah. 


Long before Persian flodr coverings ap- 
peared in the West, the rugs and carpets of 
Asia Minor were familiar in Europe. §Illus- 
trations of Turkey carpets, as they were call- 
ed, can be seen in fifteenth and sixteenth cen- 
tury paintings of the Dutch and Italian 
schools. Four or five hundred years ago 
Persia seemed incredibly remote from com- 
mercial traffic with the West, while the rug- 
making provinces of Turkey in Asia were 
comparatively close to Smyrna with its great 
harbor which welcomed the ships of the 
world. Ghiordes (pronounced ‘‘Yoordes’’) is 
only 50 miles from Smyrna and here the fa- 
mous Ghiordes rugs have been woven since 
remotest times. Kulah is the second famous 
name among the rugs of Asia Minor, and what 
we say of the Ghiordes applies equally to the 
Kulahs. 


The prayer carpet (Namazlik) differs from 
the hearth rug (Odjalik) in excellence of 
weaving, in design and in the deep religious 
feeling which goes into the making. A prayer 
carpet is necessary to the faithful Mohamme- 
dan, Carefully rolled up he carries it where- 
ever he goes in order to have a pure and un- 
defiled spot to kneel when the Muezzin calls 
to prayer from the tower. The idea of the 
mosque pervades the whole design and the 
arched kneeling place in the center represénts 
the doorway. Sometimes there are columns 
on either side and a burning lamp hanging 
from the apex, or an ewer with spout and 
handle symbolizing the ablutions which five 
times a day precede the prayers. 

The difference between the productions of 
ancient and modern weavers is probably more 
conspicuous in the Ghiordes than in any other 
Eastern rug. The trail of commercialism 
and Western influence is over all. The output 
is enormous—-and the bulk of it is done to 
order for European and American markets. 
This speeding up of the naturally indolent 
Turks has been done at the sacrifice of much 


of the old and lovely qualities. Nevertheless, 
the Ghiordes rugs wear well and retain at 
least a portion of that Kastern feeling which 
Western looms have not been able to repro- 
duce, 


The weaving is somewhat coarser than the 
Persian rugs, and is rougher in texture, but 
the pile is soft and deep. Blue, red (that 
sometimes shades to magenta), canary yel- 
low, and a pale Nile green are the principal 
colors that appear in the Ghiordes rugs. The 
field is blue oftener than red and the Nile or 
sacred green, is a frequent characteristic. 
White appears rarely; a pale yellow takes its 
place. In the old rugs, which have heen dyed 
with pure vegetable pigments, the hues grow 
mellow with time; red, for example gains in- 
tensity, whereas the aniline red fades to a 
pink. 

Flowers and arabesques are the designs 
used——_the Turk’s religious scruples will not 
permit him to reproduce any animal forms 
such as the Indian, Persian and Chinese 
weavers employ. The same designs are re- 
peated again and again, but the arrangement 
of stripes and borders of flowers and leaves 
is never monotonous. 

The modern Ghiordes is accommodating and 
is at home in the everyday living room, with 


_ due consideration for harmonizing colors in 


the surroundings. But if you are lucky 
enough to acquire an antique, treat it with 
the respect it deserves. The finest of furni- 
ture, Ming porcelain and Venetian glass will 
be enhanced by the subtle art of a genuine 
old Ghiordes, .

The discovery removed some of the 
romantic lure which had drawn hun- 
dreds of men to the arctic but heighten- 
ed the scientific interest in the region, 
so that the following years were crowd- 
ed with expeditions treking to the far 
north in ships, sleds and finally in air- 
craft. 

Just as Peary’s discovery of the pole 
failed to remove the motivating power 
which sends men into the ice field for 
knowledge, so has the Byrd flight even 
in the few days that have elapsed since 
its completion failed to dampen the ar- 
dour of those who seek the pole by the 
air route. The Amundsen expedition 
hailed the flight with glee but did not 
lessen its own efforts to get there with 
the Norge. The Wilkins expedition, 
undaunted, continued to tune up its 
motors. 

* « * * 
HE attraction liés not principally in 
the thrill of reaching the isolated 


spot but in the scientific data 
sought. Of the earth’s surface 95 per 
cent has been explored. Of the re- 
maining five per cent the 1,000,000 
square miles of Polar sea has always 
been the most alluring. Dr. R. A. Har- 
ris, of the United States Coast and

Bumstead, chief 
cartographer of the . National Geo- 
graphic society, devised the instrument 
for the MacMillan expedition, upon 
which Commander Byrd headed the 
naval unit of three planes and eight. 
men. The compass was made and pre- 
sented to Byrd by the National Geo- 
graphic society. ) 

Byrd himself is of an old and well- 
known American family, William Byrd, 
who settled in Virginia in the Seven- 
teenth century, is one of his forefathers. 
Gov. Harry F. Byrd, of Virginia, is his 
brother.

5,000 PERSONS A YEAR 


Poisonous snakes swarming through Brazil 
are a national problem costing more than 
5,000 human lives each year, according to 
Francis Gow Smith, American explorer now 


making collections for the Museum of. the 
American Indian in New York. A _ govern- 
ment expert, Dr. Vital Brazil, has been busy 
for 25 years on the snake farm at Sao Paolo 
combating snakebite with science, Mr. Smith 
says. 

In telling of this work in an article in the 
May issue of the World’s Work, Mr. Smith 
writes in part: 

‘In 25 years of experimenting Dr. Brazil 
has evolved serums so efficacious in saving 
the lives of those bitten by poisonous snakes 
that death claims only 4.13 per cent of those 
victims who use the ‘cure.’ It is believed 
that a certain part of that 4.13 per cent 
might be saved by early use of the serum; 
poor health of the victim also in some of 
these cases undoubtedly plays a part in the 
fatal ending. 

“Even with the great success of Dr. Bra- 
zil’s work, the annual human death toll of 
the poisonous snake in Brazil is about 5,000, 
or more than twice the toll of death in the 
deadly railroad grade-crossing accidents in 
the United States, which we consider a grave 
national problem. More than 20,000 per- 
sons feel the poisonous fangs in Brazil each 
year and the vast majority of those who es- 
cape death owe their lives to the serums de- 
veloped by Dr. Brazil. |

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superiors for what we are asking you to do.

Freak navigation caused by the fact that 
ordinary compasses are useless in the Far 
North, perpetual danger of a crash because 
open water or clear snow for landings are 


nearly impossible to find, freezing tempera- 
ture, blinding clouds, and blizzards are the 


‘chief dangers being braved in the three cur- 


rent attempts to reach the north pole by air. 

So writes Commander Richard E. Byrd, jr.. 
leader of the Byrd expedition, who last week 
won fame by achieving the hitherto unac- 
complished feat of flying over the north 
pole, in an article in the May Woman’s 


Work. In telling of an attempt to establish 
an advance base for his airplane while on the 
MacMillan expedition of 1925, Commande: 
Byrd writes: 

“We left Etah at 9 o'clock at night, Nold, 
flying alone with a*heavy load jn the NA-3. 
Bennett went with me in the NA-1, though 
he had not slept in 48 hours. 

“‘Nold did splendidly keeping ~up with us, 
which was essential, for I had become accus- 
tomed to the freak navigation and acted as 
guide. We flew more than a mile high, hov- 
ering above the peaks and canons like two 
great birds playing tag under the bottom of

The style of pole vaulting which has en- 
abled Charles Hoff, the great Norwegian one- 
man track team, to surpass all previous rec- 
ords in that event varies somewhat from the 
form used by American vaulters, who start to 
lift their bodies by their arms ‘almost as soon 
as they have planted their poles and leaped 
into the air. 


“It is mostly the speed of the run that 
carries the pole to a vertical position and the 
vaulter’s body into the air,’’ he said, explain- 
ing his secret to Arthur Grahame for the 
June Popular Science Monthly. Taking a 
cane, he demonstrated. 

“It is easier,” he said, indicating a point 
18 inches from the top of the stick, ‘‘to lift a 
weight fastened here than it would be to lift 
a weight’’—-a long-fingered hand moved al- 
most to the top of the cane-—‘‘fastened here. 
You see? The lower the weight, the less 
power is required to swing the pole into a 
vertical position. For that reason, after I 
have planted the pole and made my dean. 4

keep my arms almost fully extended above my 
head until the pole is approaching the verti- 
cal; then I lift my body by the arms and 
cross the bar without using the jack-knife 
kick that most American vaulters use. My 
way is best for me—perhaps theirs is best for

Hoff’s present outdoor world record, made 
in Denmark in 1923, is 13 feet, 9% inches; 


but last September, in #bo, Finland, the home 
town of Paavo Nurmi,-he vaulted 13 feet, 
11% inches, a mark which probably will be 
accepted as a new world record at the next 
meeting of the Amateur Athletic federation. 
Hoff expects to do 14 feet, 2 inches in the 
American cnomplopeyins in Philadelphia in 
July.

From that time she has 
been better known as ‘Old Ironsides.”’ 

“Old Ironsides’”’ made the people of Bos- 
ton feel very proud when they looked out on 
the historic old vessel as she lay anchored 
in the busy harbor. 

But as the years passed the old ship was 
forgotten. The people seemed to forget the 
wonderful good she had done for the country. 
She was becoming a decaying and unsightly 
hulk. They decided to destroy her in 1832. 

The patriots didn’t want the old ship to go. 
They got together and sent requests and 
poems to the Boston newspapers asking the 
people to save the ship. One of the poems 
that went to the people’s heart was ‘Old 
Ironsides,’’ by Oliver Wendell Holmes. She 
was saved and is still anchored in Charles- 
ton navy yard, Boston ‘Mass.
